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HE two largest and most magnificent Temples to the 
god Apollo, which stood in ancient Greece, were locat- 
ed in Delphi and Corinth. Both are in ruins today. The 
above picture shows all that remains of the one in 
Corinth. This temple was erected in the sixth century, 
B. C. It was a beautiful structure at the time when Paul 
made his home in the city for a year and a half, preach- 
ing and making tents. There are seven large Doric col- 
umns, each more than twenty-three feet high, standing 
now as they stood when the great Apostle to the Gentiles 
lived there. Old Corinth, a place of genuine historical and 
Scriptural interest, holds many secrets having to do with 
the early development of Christianity in the western part 
of the civilized world. 
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Is The Moscow Dictatorship Cracking ? 


IR John Fraser, a well known 
British leader, says when he 
visited Russia before the war 
there were only about 5,000 Jews 
in Moscow.

In spite of the rigid censorship which 
the Jews maintain over out going news 
from Russia, word is seeping through 
to the general public that fengurcle 
discord now exists within the ranks of 
the dictatorship.

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The Meaning of the Empty Tomb 


i means the fulfillment of Old Testa- 
ment prophecies. 


Psalms 16:10, “For thou wilt not 
leave my soul in Sheol; neither wilt 
thou suffer thine Holy one to see cor- 
ruption.” 


This is a clear reference to the resur- 
rection of our Lord. His body did not 
“see corruption.” David was drawn so 
close to the pre-existent Christ that he 
could actually speak of Him in the first 
person. Therefore, when the Psalmist 
said “my soul,” he was not speaking of 
himself; Christ was speaking through 
him. 

Hundreds of years before He came 
down to earth, our Lord looked into the 
black mouth of death with the assur- 
ance that he would come out of the 
grave in triumph. He was not affright- 
ed, but on the contrary, He was glad. 
The sixteenth Psalm closes with these 
words: “In thy presence is fullness of 
joy; at thy right hand there are pleas- 
ures for evermore.” 

This confidence was based upon the 
promise made by Him that He would 
not be left in Sheol—the abode of ex- 
carnate spirits where He went during 
the three days His body was in the 
tomb. There were upper and lower re- 
gions to Sheol. The upper regions 
were called Paradise and Abraham’s 
Bosom. Hence the words addressed to 
the thief on the cross: “Today chou 
shalt be with me in Paradise.” Peter 
had the same thought in mind when he 
said: “By which he also went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison.” 


It is interesting to notice the empha- 
sis that the Apostle Paul placed upon 
the fact of the resurrection when he 
was formulating the program and or- 
ganization of the Church. Whether 
speaking to Jew or Gentile, he never 
passed an opportunity to declare the 
victory of Christ over death. He was 
proud of his Lord’s power over “the 
last enemy.” 


When Paul and Barnabas’ entered 
the city of Antioch they went straight 
to the local synagogue. It was on the 
Sabbath day and the rulers were read- 
ing from the Old Testament. Seeing 
the two visiting rabbis, the leader 
asked them if they had anything io 
say. 

Rising to his feet, Paul began by 
tracing the rise of the Israelitish na- 
tion, bringing it down through history 
to the time of the Lord’s death. He 
mentioned the virgin birth and death 
of Christ, openly declaring Him to be 
the Messiah. The message was accept- 
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able until Paul made reference to the 
resurrection when he quoted Psalms 
16:10 as follows: “Wherefore he saith 
in another psalm, Thou shalt not suf- 
fer thine Holy One to see corruption. 
But He, whom God raised up, saw no 
corruption.” 

Within a week, the two_ traveling 
preachers were mobbed. “Then Paul 
and Barnabas waxed bold, and said... 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles.” 

It means a distinction that no other 
veligion enjoys. 

Had Christ not risen from the dead, 
His flesh would have returned to dust 
like the bodies of the founders of the 
other great religions of the world— 
— Confucius, Zoroaster, Moham- 
med. 

His triumph over death emphasizes 
the fact that Christianity is primarily 
a system of Supernaturalism. There 
is a conflict going on in the Church 
today; it is a clash between Natura- 
lism and Supernaturalism. Modernism, 
for instance, is a vain attempt to cast 
the Christian religion in the moulds of 
a philosophical Naturalism. 

Imagine all the miracles of the 
Faith removed—-take away the miracle 
of the inspiration of the Scriptures; 
the miracle of Creation; the miracles 
performed by our Lord in the days of 
His flesh; the miracle of His Birth, 
Death and Resurrection; the miracle 
of the New Birth; the miracle of the 
“Blessed Hope” of His return—destroy 
these and what remains is Modernism! 


I do not share the views of the dis- 
tinguished preacher who said if the 
body of Christ was to be found in an 
oriental tomb it would not interfere 
with his faith. If it was possible to 
disprove the resurrection, it would be 
the equivalent to removing the very 
heart of Christianity. 

The phrase “Comparative Religions” 
is a misnomer. There is no comparison 
between Christianity and the other 
great religions of the world. Chris- 
tianity is the one unique, supernatural 
religion known to the sons of men. 

How utterly absurd is the oft re- 
peated charge of infidels, the same 
charge which the Jews made when the 
tomb was first found to be unoccupied, 
namely, that the disciples stole the 
limp form of the crucified One? There 
were only eleven trembling disciples, 
with hearts shot through and through 
with fear, at the time of the crucifix- 
ion. Who will say that this helpless 
group could have overcome the Roman 
soldiers placed to guard the grave. 

It means victory over death. 


Christians find it inspiring to fre- 
quently remind themselves that when 
Christ was on earth He never preached 
a funeral sermon. In fact He attended 
three funerals and broke them all up! 
The dead could not stay dead where He 
was! 


In the home of Jairus, at the tomb 
of Lazarus, on the road to the city of 
Nain, He raised the dead. Hence His 
words: “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” “I am the resur- 
rection and the life.” “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life.” “And this is 
the will of him that sent me, that 
every one which seeth the Son, and 
believeth on him, may have everlasting 
life: and I will raise him up at the 
last day.” 


_ Paul assures us that Christ was “the 

first fruits of them that slept.” In 
other words, He was the first Being 
to resurrect from the dead. Thus He 
became the great Example, showing 
Believers, who have experienced His 
life imparted to their natures through 
supernatural regeneration, what they 
will be like after they receive their 
deathless, diseaseless, resurrection 
bodies. 


Because He came out of the grave, 
. — that we too will triumph over 
eath. 


It means the hope of recognition in 
the after life. 


Since Christ was the “first fruits” of 
the dead, we see in Him an advance 
pattern of the future state of the true 
Christian. After the resurrection and 
before the ascension, we discover from 
a study of the Scriptures that He ree- 
ognized His friends. 

Even doubting Thomas knew Him. 

When Mary knelt before the empty 
grave she heard a voice behind her. 
Thinking it was the gardener she 
turned to inquire where the body had 
been placed. Turning as she spoke, 
Mary discovered that the Christ was 
speaking to her. She recognized Him. 

Seven disciples were fishing. Our 
Lord called to them from the shore. 
When they came to land they found a 
lunch faan. es for them on the coals 
and they knew Him. 

These and other similar experiences, 
established firmly the fact that in the 
after life, we too will be reconciled with 
our friends and loved ones. He was the 
great Example for the Christian. There- 
fore, because He lived after His death,

I am wondering us to 
whether the attack by (a certain ‘He- 
brew Christian’) is not a part of the 
nation-wide attack against any Funda- 
mentalist who dares to speak the 
truth about the Jews. .. Keep on with 
the good work.” 


On March 11, 1935, Dr. A. C. Gaebe- 
lein, one of the most noted living Bible 
teachers, wrote me as follows: “Some 
‘converted’ Jews are doing their best to 
hurt my influence but are failing mis- 
erably in it. They have hurt them- 
selves with their unfair criticism. They 
even attempted to boycott my publica- 
tions and my magazine. But not all 
act in this way .... I think ‘ere long 
the real truth as to the Protocols will 
be available.” 


Only a badly diseased mind would 
accuse the faithful Christian servants 
whose names are mentioned above, with 
trying to engender hatred against the 
Jews, either as araceor as a reliaion. 
Nonsense! The true purpose of these 
men is simply to enlighten the people 
by giving them the truth about the 
causes of present international chaos, 
and to present a full-orbed interpreta- 
tion of the position that Jewry occu- 
pies in age-end prophecy. 


HE deliberations of the World Jew- 

ish Congress held in Geneva last 
August are regarded, by students of 
the Jewish question, as being of great 
importance. Press reports issued at 
that time left an astounding impression 
upon Gentiles everywhere. Newspa- 
pers gave daring details about the sys- 
tem of “super-government” which the 
Congress was said to be working out, 
to be fastened upon all countries. 


We read: “A super-government of 
Judaism, representative of Jews in 
every country and pledged to fight 
unceasingly and _  uncompromisingly 
against oppression, was in process of 
formation today.” The following press 
report appeared August 21, “Plans 
were formulated by the World Jewish 
Congress for the government, actually 
a Jewish parliament with delegates 
from every country and with permanent 
headquarters in Geneva.” Leaders of 
the gathering were further described 
as “outlining to the United Press plans 
for the permanent Congress, and said it 
would be modeled after the League of 
Nations with a permanent secretariat. 
It will deal not only with the League 
but with all individual nations in behalf 
of Jews.” 


The above program seems to coincide 
with the statement of a prominent Rou- 
manian Jew, as published in Nascha 
Retsch in November 1933: “For months 
past the fight against the enemy has 
been waged by all Jewish communities, 
meetings, congresses, all mercantile as- 
sociations, and every individual Jew in 
the world. There is another reason

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why our participation in this fight will 
prove of advantage: we shall reani- 
mate world antagonism, spiritually 
and ideologicaily, and the main thing 
is to never let it relax.” 

The Vienna Telegraf reported the 
following remarks of a certain noted 
Rabbi which were made at a banquet 
prior to the rise of Hitlerism in Ger- 
many. Col. E. N. Sanctuary has sup- 
plied me with this translation from an 
Austrian press dispatch. It offers a 
penetrating glimpse into the thinking 
of different Jewish leaders in various 
parts of the world. 


“Attending the banquet, the Rabbi 
declared that it was not the time to 
think about the establishment of the 
Kingdom of Zion at the present”, says 
the Vienna Telearaf. “INSTRAD OF 
THAT, THE JEW IS COMING UP AS 
WORLD RULER. The countries like 
Russia, Germany and Austria are al- 
ready ruled by the Jews openly and the 
Jews are the leaders of the people. 
Soon other countries will also follow 
this leadership and Judaism shall 
spread over the whole world its ban- 
ner, the banner of Jerusalem.” 


An example of Jewish control of 
Austria, like that which formerly ex- 
isted in Germany, is illustrated by the 
fact that the city of Vienna has 1811 
Jewish lawyers as compared with 320 
Gentiles in the same profession. 


Karl Marx, whose real Jewish name 
was Mordecai, once wrote: “It is the 
fact of the Gentiles having inhaled the 
Jewish spirit that has given the Jew 
his power of dominion.” 


ERGIUS A. Nilus, a Russian Chris- 
tian and patriot, first published the 
Protocols in 1901. He reprinted them 
again in 1905. One of his books, “An- 


tichrist as a Near Political Possibility” 
also contains references to these docu- 
ments. 


While visiting Greece in January of 
this year I was introduced to a promi- 
nent Greek in the city of Athens who 
lived in Russia before the revolution 
but was compelled to flee when the 
Reds came into power. His name is 
Mr. Nick Papadakis. He says when 
Nilus first published the Protocols, many 
of Russia's intellectuals mocked and 
laughed him to scorn. They called him 
“a stupid, fanatical person”. 


“But when the very things prophe- 
sied in the Protocols began to happen”, 
says Mr. Papadakis, “we realized that 
Nilus knew what he was talking about, 
but it was too late and we found our- 
selves helpless”. 


For several years prior to the first 
Zionist Congress held in Basel, Switzer- 
land in 1897, several powerful Jews, 
dotted over different parts of the world, 
collaborated in making preparations 
for their future concerted attack upon 
the Gentile countries in which their 
subjects were scattered. It is the con- 
census of best opinions among those 
who have delved deeply into this sub- 
ject, that the final boiled down essence 
of their program of world conquest was 
summed up in these documents. 


Of course, the international schem- 
ers never dreamed that their plans 
might some day reach the public eye. 
It is surmised that the documents were 
meant only for private circulation with- 
in the ranks of the powerful interna- 
tional Kahal through which the plan- 
ning was being done. 


European authorities regard the Pro- 
tocols as being more the product of 
Asher Gingberg’s brain than any other 
one individual. He is believed to have 
put more into them than any of the 


others who may have collaborated in 
their construction, because the fierce- 
ness and general language used seems 
to reflect both his intellect and vocabu- 
lary. Moreover, they harmonize with 
the principles and purposes of the se- 
cret Jewish order of which he was the 
founder, The Beni Moshel. 


Ginzberg was affectionately called by 
his followers the “King of the Jews”. 
He was also known by the name 
Achad-ha-am. 


It will be recalled that Ginzberg 
lived in Odessa, Russia and was one of 
the ring leaders of the Zionist Congress 
of 1807. The current issue of The 
Gentile Front, published in Chicago, 
says: “Mr. Bernstein, a Jew, who was 
the editor of the Fiee Press, Detroit, 
U. S. A. has declared in the presence of 
Mr. William Cameron, the secretary of 
Henry Ford, that he had read the Pro- 
tocols in Hebrew in Odessa in 1895!” 


Later, during the revolution when 
Russia was pillaged, few towns were 
so torn as Odessa, the place where the 
Beni Moshel made its headquarters. 
Among other things a Christian Or- 
phanage was destroyed and all the chil- 
dren shot to death in Odessa. The Jew- 
ish leader, Deutsch, head of the Soviet 
police, organized the rape of women. 
He brought in brutal Chinese and other 
foreigners, formed them into bands and 
turned them loose like savage beasts, to 
literally devour the Gentile women and 
girls of the locality. This horrible. 
nightmare, which lasted for several 
days, has been correctly termed, “an 
orgy of hell”. For his “good work,” 
Moscow decorated Deutsch with the 
Order of the Red Flag. 


I have discussed the origin of these 
documents, together with the connection 
between Jewish Capitalism and the ob- 
vious international plot, in detail in the 
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new book, “The Truth About the Pro- 
tocols”. So for the present, we will 
turn our attention to the task of an- 
swering the principal argument which 
has been published against them. 


FTER the Russian revolution, 

statesmen, writers and historians 
began to add two and two together, 
thus arriving at the conclusion that 
what the world was witnessing in Rus- 
sia was rooted in the conspiracy which 
the Protocols reveals. The tide of pub- 
lic sentiment continued to rise until 
Jewish influence finally prevailed up- 
on the London Times to use its powers 
in an attempt to change the thinking 
of the world on this subject. 


Let it be remembered that the Jewish 
mind is adept in matters pertaining to 
propaganda. This is to be noted in 
the recent publicity stunt worked in 
connection with the “trial” at Bern, 
Switzerland, where four laboring men 
were pulled into court for selling copies 
of the Protocols from house to house. 
For days, international Jewish figures 
were able to burn the wires with news- 
paper articles in which the Protocols 
were branded as forgeries. They ap- 
parently had untold financial resources 
at their disposal for this purpose. 
They were also assisted by the Soviet 

overnment. But when it came time 
or the defense to introduce its wit- 
nesses in an attempt to prove the au- 
thenticity of these documents, all man- 
ner of schemes began to be worked 
with the result that the case has al- 
ready been postponed three times. 


On August 16, 17, 18, 1921, the 
London Times ran a series of articles 
which were and to explode the 
“myth” of the Protocols. The refuta- 
tion was alleged to have been prepared 
— mysterious Mr. X. of Constantin- 
ople. 


The identity of the “Correspondent” 
was not revealed, though the most ele- 
mentary sense of justice would have 
required that the writer be given full 
credit, both in fairness to himself and 
to any who might have had it in mind 
to answer him. Practically all the ar- 
ticles appearing in American religious 
journals, these days, attacking the Pro- 
tocols, are nothing more than a rehash 
of the material published by the Lon- 
don Times fifteen years ago—and itis 
truthful to say that most of the writers 
have demonstrated thus far, a painful 
ignorance of what it is all about! 
Including Keith Brooks! 


The Times advertised its refutation 
as a “sensational discovery”. The gist 
of its arguments was simply that the 
Protocols comprised a “clumsy plag- 
iarism” of an old French book entitled, 
“The Dialogues of Geneva”, by Maurice 
Joly, published in Brussels in 1865. 


Mr. X is ee to be quite a hero. 
What a pity that no one was ever able 
to learn who he was so that he might 
be rewarded for his “services” by po- 
tent Jews who would have no doubt 
been willing to chip off a few million 
dollars to him for having accomplished 
such a stupendous feat! 


The modest and reticent Mr. X had to 
go to an old Russian officer to secure 
a copy of the Geneva Dialogues, al- 
though an acquaintance of mine was 
able to pick one up for a few French 
francs in a second-hand Paris book 
stall a while back. But Mr. X must 
have a certain particular copy—one 


with the initials “A. S.” scratched in 
the back. Ah! sure enough, it showed 
up, fell into his hands, and the two 
letters stood for A. Sukhotin who was 
a neighbor and friend of Nilus. Of 
course, the public was not expected to 
think about the possibility of someone 
sone placing the needed “A. S.” in the 
ook! 


So far so good. Now the reader’s 
mind only needs to jump a little (if 
he is responsive to “sensational dis- 
coveries’’) to reach the conclusion that 
Sukhotin edited the Protocols out of 
Ro Geneva Dialogues and gave them to 

ilus. 


So Mr. X eoncludes: “At any rate, 
the fact of the plagiarism has been 
conclusively established, and the legend 
(of the Protocols) may be allowed to 
pass into oblivion.” 


A becoming thus informed, the 
reader, if not too overwhelmed by 
the “discovery”, is supposed to be fur- 
ther impressed by quotations taken 
from the Geneva Dialogues placed, 
side by side, with portions of the Pro- 
tocols. The likeness is supposed to be 
at once evident. 


Mr. X is now ready to announce 
triumphantly that there is a remark- 
able similarity between the two, a fact 
which all students of this subject will- 
ingly admit, and have never denied. 
But why stop with a comparison of 
the Geneva Dialogues and the Proto- 
cols? Why not compare the Protocols 
with the Talmud? The similarity will 
be even more noticeable. Or compare 
the Protocols with the statement is- 
sued by the Grand Sanhedrin of Con- 
stantinople to the Chief Rabbi of Spain 
in 1492, a photographic copy of which 
may be seen in Mrs. L. Fry’s book, 
“Waters Flowing Eastward”. A com- 
parison of the Protocols with the docu- 
ments of the old Illuminati, or with 
“The Prince” by Machiavelli would al- 


so make an interesting study. 


Answering the charge of plagiarism, 
Mrs. Fry draws the following interest- 
ing analogy: 


“By way of illustration, let 
is be assumed that the Book of 
Common Prayer used in the 
Anglican Church were un- 
known to the Jews. Suppose, 
then, that a copy of it were 
secretly obtained by a certain 
Jew and published, and that 
the Jews were shocked by the 
Anglican doctrine of which 
they learned in this way for 
the first time. It would then 

easy for another Jew to 
show that the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer was a plagiarism: 
it contains passages copied, 
word for word, from the Gos- 
pels; the Psalms are a'‘tran- 
script from King James’ Bi- 
ble; and so on. And not only 
that, but there are many paral- 
lels to be found in the secular 
literature. ‘At any rate’, one 
can imagine the second Jew 
saying at the end, ‘the fact of 
plagiarism has been  conclu- 
sively established, and we may 
therefore affirm that no such

Book of Common Prayer is 
used in the worship of the 
Church of England’. 


“The second Jew would be 
right in pointing out the par- 
allels in the earlier literature 
—though his conclusion would 
be ridiculous—for there is a 
very real connection: and so it 
is with the Protocols.” 


Mrs. Fry goes beyond the Geneva 
Dialogues of 1865 and finds that Jacob 
Venedy wrote a book in 1850 which con- 
tains both the spirit and phraseology 
of Joly’s work. Why was Mr. X so 
dumb that he stopped with Joly? Why 


did he not expose Venedy’s book, 
“Romanisme, Christianisme et German- 
isme” which appeared fifteen years 
earlier. Then he could have also ac- 


cused the Geneva Dialogues of being a 
plagiarism. 


Who was Jacob Venedy? He was 
born in the year 1805 and devoted his 
entire life to the promotion of revolu- 
tionary activities. He was a close 
friend and co-worker of Karl Marx, the 
Jewish father of modern Communism. 
He helped Marx found the brutal se- 


cret order known as the “Societe In- 
ternationale de la Democratie” and as- 
sisted in the preparation of the First 
Communist Manifesto of 1848. 


Venedy was one of the principal 
leaders who helped start the currents 
of Jewish Communism flowing, back 
in the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury—currents which have now swollen 
into a raging torrent, engulfing every 
Gentile nation in the world. 

The sensible conclusion is that Marx 
and Venedy built upon the philosophy 
of Adam Weishaupt, who founded the 
Illuminati in 1776. In writing the Ge- 
neva Dialogues, Joly got some of his 
fundamental material from Venedy. 
And the writers of the Protocols, sip- 
ping from many poison fountains, ap- 
propriated whatever they needed from 
the revolutionary leaders of the past 
in evolving their hellish assault, which 
they expect will eventually bring the 
whole world into submission, gagged in 
the coils of an international Antichrist 
Dictatorship.

: Judgments of God in Russia

I LIVED nearly sixty years of 

my life in Russia. As an editor 
and Christian worker I saw the 
revolution take form, which has 
since cut the soul out of my na- 
tive Country. 


Many Russians pray constantly to 
God that He will avenge the Christians 
whose blood has been spilt during the 
unspeakable nightmare of these last 
eighteen years. The following stories 
comprise a record of a few acts of 
judgment which I have witnessed in 
Russia in the past. 


Those who do not believe in God and 
in the Scriptural teaching of a sure re- 
ward of good and evil, may classify 
some of the following incidents as ri- 
diculous. The ultimate retribution of 
everything recorded in God’s Book will, 
of course, be carried out in the future. 
Yet here and there we find that judg- 
ment is already being visited upon cer- 
tain offenders, even in this age. 


During the spring of 1918, in a prom- 
inent village of South Russia, a Com- 
munist suddenly loomed up before me 
pointing a revolver at me. I was de- 
livered from the fiend. The disfigured 
face of the culprit characterized him 
among many. Evidently this man had 
a guilty conscience for he fled the same 
day, fearing the approaching White 
Army. He was found however, in an- 
other village, and in his fear he sought 
to hide in a tree, but the pursuers shot 
him down like a bird. 


The son of a pious father, who was 
himself formerly a member of a spir- 
itual organization, had become godless 
and indifferent. During the time of 


Machnow’s Communistic regime he was 
famous for his blasphemous conduct. 
His threats and extortions were an 


abomination to the locality. His broth- 
er who for years served as missionary 
in India, was threatened with death by 
him more than once. When the Ger- 
mans took possession of southern Rus- 
sia in 1918 he was captured and im- 
prisoned. In a distant community he 
was finally forced to dig his own grave 
and was shot to death, while his broth- 
er, the missionary, died a _ peaceful 
death in 1920. 


In a similar manner a Jewish physi- 
cian raged in a certain village. He 
aroused a Russian mob against a re- 
spected Christian citizen who was mis- 
treated in the most cruel way. Evi- 
dently they supposed that the Chris- 
tian was dead since his shoulder and 
several ribs were broken. But due to 
the fact that he had a strong constitu- 
tion, he withstood the ill treatment. 
The following morning the physician 
was surprised to find him living and 
exclaimed: “Is that dog still alive?” 
When the Germans approached in 1918 
the Jew started to flee. He was how- 
ever apprehended about 100 kilometers 


from that place and then returned to 
the scene of his devilish activity. Here 
he called me, and expressed the wish to 
publicly announce his regret and re- 
pentance. Whether he really acknowl- 
edged his guilt in his heart or whether 
he only feared death, it is impossible to 
know. He even called the victim of his 
cruelties to his side and asked the 
Christian brother for forgiveness, which 
was gladly granted him; but a while 
later this doctor was shot to death. 


In the village M.—lived a notorious 
girl named G— who had been guilty of 
a very sinful conduct even before the 
revolution. She was instrumental in 
putting her brother to death. Her lov- 
er became ill and becoming tired of 
him, she got rid of him. During the 


revolution she spread terror and 
threats. Vile women played an im- 
portant part in Russia’s downfall. She 


threatened one of the women in town 
that she would witness her husband’s 
blood flow. Soon after that the Ger- 
man soldiers entered this village her 
case was examined, as well as that of 
the woman who was threatened by her. 
The latter did not want to cause the 
death of the ill-reputed girl and did 
not sign her testimony. Suddenly the 
soldiers had to leave that place and the 
cruel woman was again at liberty. 
After a very stormy period in the coun- 
try, a detachment of Kossack soldiers 
entered the village. One morning 
neighbors heard a dreadful cry and wit- 
nessed the Kossacks dragging this no- 
torious girl by the hair and otherwise 
mistreating her; finally she was 
dragged outside the village limits and 
shot to death. It had been reported 
that the girl concealed some weapons 
of the Machnow army which was found 
to be true. 

In a certain German community in 
South Russia, there lived wealthy 
landowners. A number of them pos- 
sessed splendid residences; there were 
also two fine churches, a high school 
and other improved conditions. All of 
this has been completely demolished by 
a mob of Red Russians living in vil- 
lages nearby. Many of the landowners 
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were murdered and others were tor- 
tured in cruel ways. It so —— 
that during the great famine the vil- 
fages where these murderers lived, ex- 
perienced the greatest percentage of 
deaths. The products which these rob- 
bers had taken from their victims were 
soon gone, and the government did not 
pay any attention to their pleas for help 
when starvation came upon them. The 
same judgment was recorded of other 
places where people were guilty of such 
atrocities. 


Yet God bestowed grace in the miust 
of judgment. A number of the mur- 
derers were definitely converted at a 
later time. Rev. G. Cahere, who later 
came to Canada, received letters from 
some of them, in which they testified to 
real salvation. They organized reli- 
gious groups. 

Melgunow, a socialist, who did not 
write from a direct Christian stand- 
point, states in his book “Red Terror”, 
page 223: “The psychic experiences of 
the executioner sometimes was almost 
unbearable. The sisters of the Red 
Cross in Kiev tell of the commander of 
the Tscheka, Adwochin, how he con- 
fessed to them that at times he felt so 
miserable, his head burning with such 
intensity, that he could not sleep. I 
am tortured by my victims all through 
the night,” he asserted. The above 
mentioned book records that the mental 
hospitals show a specific “sickness of 
executioners” on their list. The tor- 
turing conviction rests heavily upon 
those who carry out the bloody ordeals 
of the heartless Red rulers. 


One of the Moscow papers tells how 
the “G. P. U.” put such victims to death 
just to liberate them of this misery. 


Some of our most educated people, 
who happened to be in Moscow during 
the last stages of Lenin’s sickness, tell 
of the mysterious end of this leader. 
The facts concerning this case were to 
be kept from the public, but somehow 
the truth leaked out and is known to 
many people. During the last part of 
his career, Lenin was supposedly con- 
sidered as not very reliable. It is said 
that he anticipated a different route in 
politics, and prominent officials forced 
him into seclusion, on a property near 
Moscow, where he was ag guarded. 
This, coupled with the fact that he had 
syphilis, resulted in insanity. Accord- 
ing to reports, he crawled on the floor 
cnd roared like an animal. “Let me 
out, to the — that I may advise 
them; I shall confess my innocence,” 
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he shouted. Then again he would cry: 
“Kill the Jews! Save Russia!” In his 
vain imaginations he worshipped chairs 
and tables. In his subconscious mind, 
there must have lingered the dreadful 
influence of the Jewish nation in the 
revolution, and upon the millions of 
Russian people although he had had 
a part in the Jewish plot, yet he tried 
to warn others but was unable to do so. 
What a terrible judgment! 


In a well known village there lived a 
young man about 25 years old who was 
known as being exceptionally daring 
and blasphemous. This man was sud- 
denly called into eternity and his death 
was instrumental in bringing a number 
of young people to Christ. 

During the time when a part of the 
Southern Caucasus was occupied by the 
Reds, two cruel men were sent there 
by the Jews in Moscow to officiate as 
Tchekists. These ordered the execu- 
tion of a large number of Christian peo- 
ple. After having practiced their 


bloody ordeal for several months, they 
took an airplane ride to Sukhum on the 
Black Sea. But before their plane 
could land near the city it went up in 
flames and the two executioners were 
seen dropping down, like two torches, 
burning from the sky. 

In the village Osterwick in Southern 
Russia the crucifixion of Christ was 
dramatized by blasphemers. The per- 
son representing Christ was suddenly 
paralyzed while performing his act. 


The founder of the horrible Commun- 
ist Tscheka, Felix Dsershinski, died of 
heart failure at the age of 49 years. He 
was a Pole and had planned to organize 
a Soviet republic in Poland expecting 
to become its dictator. 


The commissioner of war, Frunse by 
name, also died suddenly. It was sus- 
pected that he had been poisoned. 
God’s judgments in the lives of indi- 
viduals have been repeatedly’ observed 
among the Communists, 





THE ETERNAL CHRIST

A RIGHT conception of Christ is 

necessary to a right view of 
every doctrine of the Christian 
faith. ‘The successive periods in 
which Christ is revealed to us in 
Scripture are: The eternal past, 
Creation, Reconstruction, Inno- 
cence, Conscience, Authority, Pro- 
mise, Law, Grace, Kingdom, Ful- 
ness of Times, and the Eternal 


Future. 

These form a continuous narrative 
running through Scripture. Each of 
these is a distinct epoch. Each suc- 
ceeding era grows out of the preceding, 
the whole forming one great plan. 

“IT am Alpha and Omega, the begin- 
ning and the ending, saith the Lord, 
which is, and which was, and which is 
to come, the Almighty,” “Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, today, and for- 
ever.” The eternity of Christ is ex- 
pressed in the perpetual continuation 
of His being, without beginning, end or 
succession. 


The Pre-Historic Christ 

“He (Christ) is before (precedes) 
all things, and by Him all things con- 
sist (have been permanently placed).” 
Col. 1:7. The eighth chapter of Pro- 
verbs gives an account of the pre- 
historic Christ: 

“The Lord possessed me in the be- 
ginning of His way, before his works 
of old. I was set up from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or ever the earth 
was. When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth; when there were 
no fountains abounding with water. 
Before the mountains were settled, 


before the hills was, I brought forth: 
While as yet he had not made _ the 
earth, nor the fields, nor the highest 
part (beginning) of the dust of the 
world. When he prepared the heav- 
ens, I was there: when he set a com- 
pass (circle) upon the face of the 
depth: When he _ established the 
clouds above: when he strengthened 
the fountains of the deep: When he 
gave to the sea his decree, that the 
waters should not pass his command- 
ment: when he appointed the founda- 
tions of the earth: Then I was. by 
him, as one brought up with him (a 
master workman): and I was daily his 
delight, rejoicing always before him.” 

During the days in His flesh, 
Christ Jesus confirmed His eternal past. 
To the Jews He said: “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Before Abraham was, 
I am.” “And now, O Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self, with 
the glory which I had with thee be- 
fore the world was.” “Father, I will 
that they also, whom thou hast given 
me, be with me where I am; _ that 
they may behold my glory which thou 
hast given me: for thou lovedst me 
before the foundations of the world.” 

Peter wrote of the Pre-historic 
Christ: “Who verily was foreordained 
before the foundation of the world, 
but was manifest in these last times 
for you.” Paul in writing of the 
Church as a mystery hidden from 
past ages referred to “the eternal 
purpose which He purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 


The Historic Christ 


Christ had no beginning; He eter- 
nally existed with the Father. Jesus

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had a beginning; He was born of a 
Virgin nearly 2000 years ago. Christ 
is the deity; Jesus the humanity. 
Christ always existed with God the 
Father and the Holy Spirit; but the 
humanity was added when he was 
born of a virgin. “Unto us a child 
is born.” This fact sets forth His 
humanity. “Unto us a son is given”, 
sets forth His deity. “Emmanuel”— 
God with us. “But thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little among 
the thousands of Judah, yet out of 
thee shall he (Jesus) come forth unto 
me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose 
goings forth have been from of old, 
from everlasting.” Micah 5:2. The 
“child” (Jesus) was born in Bethlehem, 
but the “Son” (Christ) was “from 
everlasting’. “The Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us.” 


Christ is seen in the creative day. 
“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. All things were 
made by Him, and without Him was 
not anything made that was made.” 
“All things were created by Him and 
for Him.” 


God the F.ther and God the Son 
understoo1 each other thoroughly; 
they were co-workers together in the 
creative day, and the plans they made 
together will be carried out without a 
single change. The whole history of 
the future in all its details were 
known, considered and arranged. 
There are no gaps, no surprises, nor 
any mistakes. It is all one great plan 
in which everything has its place and 
works out to display the glory of God 
in the grace He shows to all who will 
accept Him. 


“God, Who spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by His 
Son ...by Whom He made the 
worlds.” The Eternal Son _ became 
flesh, and during the days of His flesh, 
He proclaimed His approaching death 
for the sins of the world, and the re- 
demption that was in His atoning 
blood. Christ was born to die. That 
was His mission, His purpose for tak- 
ing on human form. He is the promis- 
ed Redeemer of the Old Testament. 


As quick as the first man, Adam, 
sinned, the Eternal Redeemer sought 
the sinner and clothed him with the 
necessary kind of garment to enable 
the sinner to stand in God’s presence. 
This garment of skins typifies the 
robe of righteousness of Romans 3:21- 
26, which is by faith. As far as God 
is concerned, all things always have 
been, and always will be ready for the 
sinners’s salvation. In all creation God 


provided abundantly ahead of time. 

here was water before fish, air 
before birds, land before animals, and 
a Savior before there was a sinner. 
No sinner ever did have or ever will 
have an excuse for being lost. 


The subject and the object of the 
Bible is Jesus Christ. All Scripture is 
about Him and His coming. The voice 
of the Old Testament is “He is com- 
ing”; that of the Gospels, “He has 
come;” of the Epistles and Revelation 
“He will come again.” The Lord Him- 
self says, “Search the Scriptures, for 
they are they which testify of me.” It 
is said that in the Swedish language 
there is no word which can be trans- 
lated “search” so they have used an- 
other word, “ransack,”’ and this is 
what we ought to do—ransack the 
Scriptures for “they are they which 
testify of Christ.” 


We should begin and continue all 
study with this thought in mind. As 
every artist’s picture has its “point of 
sight”, so every book in the Bible has 
Christ as its center object. 


The disciples thought they knew the 
Scriptures, but they did not see Christ 
in them, for the Lord rebuked them 
for their failure in this very particu- 
lar, saying, “O fools and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken.” “And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, He expounded 
unto them in all the Scriptures the 
things concerning Himself.” Here we 
have a Bible reading conducted by the 
Master, on the road to Emmaus, and 
this was His subject: “Christ in the 
Old Testament.” Again He says, “All 
things must be fulfilled which are 
written in the law, and in _ the 
prophets, and in the Psalms, 
concerning me.” These are great di- 
vine divisions of the Old Testament, 
and we can imagine the Great Teacher 
opening the eyes of His followers and 
declaring, “In the volume of the Book 
it is written of me.” No wonder their 
hearts burned within them as He talk- 
ed with them by the way. 


The study of Christ in the Old Tes- 
tament is exceedingly profitable. In 
Genesis He is the “Shiloh” and is de- 
scribed as the “Seed of the Woman”; 
in Exodus He is the “Passover Lamb” 
and the “I am”; in Leviticus He is the 
“High Priest”; in Numbers He is de- 
scribed as the “Smitten Rock’, and the 
“Uplifted Serpent”; in Deuteronomy, 
He is described as the “Person of Mos- 
es”; in Joshua He is the “Captain of 
the Lord’s Host”; in Job He is the 
“Redeemer”, The Psalms are full of ref- 
erences to Him,—He is David’s “Lord 
and Shepherd’; in the Song of Solo- 
mon He is the “Beloved”; in Isaiah He 
is the “Mighty God” and the “Ever- 
lasting Father’; in Jeremiah He is 
the “Lord our Righteousness”; in Dan- 
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iel He is the “Messiah”; in Haggai He 
is “The Desire of all Nations”; in 
Zechariah He is the “Branch”, in Mal- 
achi He is described as the “Messen- 
ger of the Covenant and the Sun of 
Righteousness.” All the prophets, eith- 
er in type or in prediction, “testify be- 
forehand of His sufferings and the 
glory that should follow.” The Gospels 
record His life, death, resurrection and 
ascension, the Acts, the establishment 
of His Church; the Epistles, the devel- 
opment of His doctrines, and the Apo- 
calypse, the revelation of His coming 
glory. 

_ The great work of the Holy Spirit 
is to testify of Christ, “He shall glori- 
fy me”; “He shall take of mine and 
show them unto you”. In fact, the 
whole Bible may be expressed by two 
words, Christ, Jesus; Christ in the Old 
Testament and Jesus in the New. 


“And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, I 
suppose that even the world itself could 
not contain the books that should pe 
written.”—John 21:25. This is not a 
figurative statement; neither is it an 
exaggeration. It is just a plain, or- 
dinary literal statement. The “other 
things” include not only the past—the 
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eternal past—but also the future—the 
eternal future. 


The Post-Historic Christ 


The Angel Gabriel announced to 
Mary the Virgin that she should 
“pring forth a son” and that “He 
shall be great, and shall be called the 
Son of the Highest: and the Lord God 
shall give unto Him the throne of His 
father David: And He shall reign over 
the house of Jacob forever; and of His 
kingdom there shall be no end.” 


“And when all things shall be sub- 
dued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself be subject unto him, that God 
may be all in all.” 


After the dispensation of Grace 
closes at the time of the Rapture; af- 
ter the Jewish seventieth week of sev- 
en years of trouble has been fulfilled; 
after the Millennium has been usher- 
ed out by Satan’s last revolt; after the 
Judgment of the wicked dead at the 
Great White Throne, then after all 
these prophecies have been converted 
into history, will the post-historic 
state of Christ begin. 


This future state is characterized 
by a New Creation to be known as the 
“Fulness of Times” in which there will 


*be at least seven new things: new 


heaven, new earth, new Jerusalem, new 
temple, new light, new people and a 
new paradise in which there will be no 
more sorrow, pain or death. At that 
time in the eternal future, the eternal 
Christ who has been revealed as the 
pre-historic and the historic Christ 
will be revealed as the post-historic 
Christ, when “the tabernacle of God is 
with men, and He will dwell with them 
and they shall be His people, and God 
Himself shall be with them and be 
their God.” “That in the dispensation 
of the fulness of times he might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth; even in him.” 


What glory it will be to live in the 
Eternal Future with the Eternal 
Christ who is the combined beauty of 
“the Lily of the Valley” “the Rose of 
Sharon”, “the Bright and Morning 
Star’, “the Sun of Righteousness”, 
“the One altogether lovely” and “fairer 
than ten thousand.” Hallelujah! 


that our civilization has been decaying 
for about thirty years. This, of course, 
refers to Western civilization which is 
much younger than Eastern civiliza- 
tion. Western civilization, at this time, 
was feeling in a new way the effects of 
Christianity. For more than two 
centuries, revivals had swept one after 
another and from country to country, 
and had elevated the spiritual life, en- 
lightened the thinking and given a re- 
ligious ferver to Germany, France, 
England, Scotland, Ireland, the United 

States and Canada. 
The Christian Church did her best 
work on the mission fields as a result

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SALVAGING CIVILIZATION

SOME years ago Mr. H. G. Wells 
said: “It is a race between 
education and catastrophe”, pre- 
sumably meaning that civilization 
was headed for a crash unless 
something was done to stop its 
decadence, and that something, in 
his estimation, was the proper 
kind of education. 


A few years later, in an article in 
which Mr. Wells referred to the state- 
ment, he said: “There is no race, it is 
a walk over for catastrophe.” Further 
commenting, he said in substance, that 
education was too slow starting, and 
that civilization was already breaking 
down. 


To think of our present-day civili- 
zation collapsing, and the whole system 
being consigned to the rubbish heap, 
is too much for our Twentieth Century 
Theorists and self-styled optimists. It 
is contrary to our whole system of 
thinking and education. It upsets our 
scheme of materialistic philosophy and 
evolution. For more than a half century 
we have been taught to believe that at 
last civilization was coming into its 
own, that the restraints of religion and 
superstition, had at last been broken, 
and a new era of personal liberty had 
dawned. 


In our egotism we prided ourselves 
on the mistaken idea, that we are THE 
people, and that through human attain- 
ment we are bound to reach _ that 
Utopia of our dreams, and by force 
bring man to that Elysian Plain of 
perpetual human happiness and per- 
fection, in spite of the laws of recur- 
rence and equal reaction, or, what God 
might have to say about it—so far as 
God is concerned, our system of think- 
ing has very largely dismissed Him 
with a gesture, and we supposed that 
He had at least been accommodating 
enough to make a graceful exit! 


The history of the human race is 


the sad story of the rise and fall of 
nations, kingdoms and civilizations. In 
spite of our dogmatic theory of “evolu- 
tion of the species”, history tells us of 
nations and peoples, who centuries ago 
rose to a height almost, if not quite, 
equal to ours of the Twentieth Century, 
yet they crumbled to the dust, and to 
find their ancient glories, we have to 
follow the archeologist’s spade and 
decipher the hieroglyphics, of their art. 


It is strikingly significant, in the face 
of our evolutionary hypothesis, that the 
Babylonians had some sort of tele- 
phone system, the Egyptians had bath- 
tubs, much like our modern type, and 
were versed in the science of astronomy 
and architecture to a degree which 
baffles our most able minds today, as 
is evidenced in the Great Pyramid. Our 
roof-gardens of the Twentieth Century 
are a poor comparison to the hanging- 
gardens of Babylon. 


Glories of the 19th Century 


Some thinkers believe that present 
day civilization reached its highest 
point about the close of the Nineteenth 
Century and in the first years of the 
Twentieth. They think it safe to say 
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of this spiritual development. Chris- 
tianity was by no means universal, nor 
was the conduct of these nations men- 
tioned, controlled by or conducted ac- 
cording to the spirit of Christianity. 
But Chrisianity had influenced their 
thinking and actions to some extent, 
and as a result of this right thinking, 
progress was made towards true equity 
and human justice. The spiritual tide 
of the Church remained high through 
the closing days of the last century, in 
spite of the “gay nineties”, and a 
glorious revival spread over Wales and 
parts of England and Scotland in the 
year of 1904 and 1905. Many believe 
this period of the Church’s history to 
be the prophetic period of the Philadel- 
phian Church spoken of in Revelation 
the third chapter. 


During this period, when the C hureh 
was enjoying a high tide of spiritual 
life, and was exerting influence upon 
the thinking of men, civilization pro- 
gressed rapidly and safely. Some one 
has said: “Where there is religious 
light the state progresses safely, but 
where there is no spiritual light the 
state makes very little progress, and 
that never with safety.” 


Whether we like to think of it or not, 
our own Country reached its highest 
development a number of years ago. 
Since that time we have been running 
on momentum gathered in the past. 
This fast, rushing Twentieth Century 
has given us scarcely a single great 
development—except the World War, 
for which we ought unceasingly blush. 
The inventions and discoveries of which 
we are so proud and boastful today, 
came to us in the Nineteenth Century. 
Hertz discovered the principles of 
wireless in 1887 and Marconi perfected 
it in 1896. Pierre and Marie Curie dis- 
covered radium in 1898. Langley built 
and flew the first aeroplane in 1896 
and Orville and Wilbur Wright began 
their experiments in 1900. Haynes 
built the first successful American car 
in 1894. Bell invented the telephone in 
1875 and Armat invented the film pro- 
jector for motion pictures in 1895. 
There has since been development in 
these inventions, but the creative 
power behind them was not products of 
the Twentieth Century. 


The Twentieth Century has produced 


a school of ‘“dare-devils”, ‘“speed- 
fiends”, “destructionists”, “stunt per- 
formers” and ‘“wind-jammers”. We 


have turned our energy into champion 


“stuntsters”. We have the champion 
“flag-pole sitter”, the champion “mar- 
athon-er” and ‘“walkathon-er.” We 


have established altitude records, and 
records for deep sea diving, we have 
broken speed records across the con- 
tinent and across the sea, by steam- 
ship, auto, train and aeroplane. 


We have developed the greatest sys- 
tem of sports the world has ever 
known, unless it was in the days when 
emperors of Rome fed Christians to 
the wild beasts for pass-time and 
amusement. Our baseball and  foot- 
ball sports have grown into an indus-

try and profession, with a “turnover 
of millions of dollars each year. 

good “swatter” or “quarterback” is 
worth more to the nation any day than 
a good President, or the best states- 
man, teacher or minister in the land. 


Spiritual Rebirth Needed 


Our civilization has been decadent 
for almost a generation; during this 
time the church has experienced no 
spiritual awakening or revival as it 
had under Luther, Knox, Whitefield, 
Wesley, Finney, or Moody. During 
this time of spiritual dearth the Church 


has lost its spiritual influence upon 
the state, society and civilization. 
The Church is looked upon today 


with the same deference with which the 
men of Sodom looked upon Lot, when 
he tried to warn them of the impending 
judgment of God. Lot had flirted with 
the world and had “sold out” his 
spiritual influence for prestige and 
social position in Sodom, and in turn 
the Sodomites had no respect for him. 
The Church today is selling out to 
materialism and modernism, hoping to 
gain prestige and social standing; but 
instead, she is looked upon with con- 
tempt by those with whom she has 
committed fornication. Her material 
lovers have promised her everything 
and she has sold her soul into their 
bosoms and now they are scorning her. 
This will doubtless grow into ridicule 
and finally into persecution, as in 
Russia. 


Some of our leaders seem to be 
aware that civilization is slipping, and 
are wanting to replace it with a new. 
They are bent on “salvaging” a few 
things which are the results of past 
efforts; then they hope to destroy the 
foundations of the old order and build 
a new with the results “salvaged” from 
the old. But such is impossible. These 
“destructionists” and “salvagers” 
would like to retain the principles of 
justice, equity, the ideals of the golden 
rule, the principles of peace, brother- 
hood and humanitarianism; but they 
want to destroy the Christian founda- 
tions upon which these are built, and 
the principles of thinking which gave 
these to civilization. This can never 
be. 


Salvaging from one civilization to 
build another has never been done, in 
fact it cannot be done; for always be- 
fore the collapse comes in a system of 
civilization, the heart of that system 
has been eaten out by corruption and 
wrong thinking, and there is nothing 
left to salvage, except the glories of 
the past, and these like shadows flee 
our apprehension. 


The Bible tells of a number of judg- 
ments which result from the collapse 
of civilizations or social orders, due to 
immorality and godlessness. Any na- 
tion or people, deliberately leaving God 
out of their thinking and program, are 
headed for trouble, and that at a not 
far distant date. “For if God spared 
not the angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be reserved 
unto judgment; And spared not the 
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old world, but saved Noah the eighth 
person, a preacher of righteousness, 
bringing in the flood upon the world of 
the ungodly; and turning the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah into ashes, con- 
demned them with an overthrow, mak- 
ing them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly; And deli- 
vered just Lot, vexed with the filthy 
conversation of the wicked” (II Peter 


2: 4-7). He will not spare a godless 
society indefinitely in the Twentieth 
Century. 


In the above Scripture we have the 
brief account of three judgments. One 
upon angels, and two upon peoples of 
this earth. In the judgment upon the 
angels, we notice that God thrust out 
the offending angels and preserved the 
heavenly system. According to the 
Scriptures we are led to believe that 
one third of the angels in heaven were 
induced to sin through the disobedience 
of Lucifer, yet these sinning angels 
did not corrupt the whole system of 
the heavenlies, for that system was not 
originated by the angels, but by God, 
hence He could cast out the angels who 
sinned, and with those who “kept their 
first estate” could continue the heaven- 
ly system. So the wicked were cast 
out and the good were retained. 


In the two judgments of peoples of 
the earth, one, that of the flood, was 
universal, and that of Sodom and Go- 
morrah was national or local; and in 
each case God did exactly opposite to 
what he did in judging the angels. 
God destroyed the whole system and 
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saved the righteous out of the destruc- 
tion. God himself has never been able 
to save any part of a civilization, when 
its wickedness brought judgment upon 
it. God’s plan in dealing with the hu- 
man race is not to save systems or 


civilizations, but to save individuals. 
The only hope that America has of 


* perpetuating the triumphs of the past, 


between now and the termination of 
the age, is a spiritual] rebirth to elevate 
the standards of the individual citizen. 





Origin, Purpose and Destiny of 


Human Government 


A Sermon by Evangelist George H. Gilmer, Draper, Virginia. 





HUMAN beings came into ex- 

istence by the direct creative 
act of God, and not by evolution, 
although there has since been 
much evolution, both upwards and 
downwards. The first evolution of 
which we have any record was 
downward. Strictly speaking it 
was not evolution, but a fall, a 
rebellion against divine authority. 
Satan, a real fallen spirit being, 
brought it about. 


In bringing it about he told our 
good mother Eve—she was good then 
but soon became bad—that if she 
would declare her independence of 
God by an act of disobedience her 
eyes would be opened and she would 
know good and evil. In other words 
her conscience would become active. 
So Eve yielded and Adam followed 
her example. Then degeneration, 
which is evolution, set in reverse gear, 
began. But God had planned to save 
an election out of the human race, 
and He immediately revealed His 
plan to Adam and Eve. He began to 
deal with them through their awaken- 
ed conscience, and by His Holy Spir- 
it. He virtually said, “You know 
good and evil, I will expect you to do 
good”. But knowing good and evil, 
education in other words, does not 
make one good. 


The first gross sin after this was 
a murder. A man murdered his 
brother. But God would not let any 
one punish him. He kept the punish- 
ment in His own hands, and contin- 
ued to deal with the race through 
conscience for approximately two 
thousand years, and evolution con- 
tinued to work downwards. Perhaps 
we should call it devolution. That 
word is suggestive of its origin—‘De- 
vilution.”” Man grew worse and worse. 
At last God said: “My Spirit shall 
not always strive with man.” And 
this statement was made at the same 





time: “And God saw that the wick- 
edness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually”. 


Then God, like a wise surgeon, de- 
cided to cut off the infected limb to 
save the patient’s life. His mstru- 
ment was a flood. The _ only flesh 
worth saving was Noah and his fam- 
ily. After the operation was over 
and the patient came out of the hos- 
pital—the ark—God instituted human 
government founded on the basic law 
that, ‘“‘Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed.” Such is 
the origin of human government. 


In due time God gave a system of 
perfect laws which were to regulate 
man’s conduct towards God and _to- 
wards his fellow man. These laws 
center about what we call the ten 
commandments. 


But long before the ten  com- 
mandments were put down in writ- 
ing, human government began to fail. 
The leaders of government gathered 
together to concert measures for the 
centralization of power. The first step 
was the building of a city, a capitol, 
and a tower. God immediately took 
steps to prevent centralization and 
thus to prolong human government. 
This He did by confusing the language 
of the people and forcing them to be 
scattered over the face of the earth. In 
due time the ten commandments were 
given and the laws which were to be 
used in human government were codi- 
fied into a perfect system. A study of 
this system reveals 


The Purpose of Human Government. 


The basic purpose of human govern- 
ment is the protection of LIFE AND 
PROPERTY. ‘“Whoso sheddeth man’s 
blood, by man shall his blood be shed.” 
When life is taken by due process of 
law, and according to the principles of 
exact justice, it is God acting through 
His duly appointed “minister”. This is 
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clearly brought out in the thirteenth 
chapter of Romans. Let me quote: 
“Let every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are or- 
dained of God. Whosoever therefore 
resisteth the power, resisteth the or- 
dinance of God: and they that resist 
shall receive to themselves damnation. 
For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou then 
not be afraid of the power? do that 
which is good, and thou shalt have 
praise of the same: For he is the min- 
ister of God to thee for good. But if 
thou do that which is evil, be afraid; 
for he beareth not the sword in vain: 
for he is the minister of God, a reven- 
ger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. Wherefore ye must needs 
be subject, not only for wrath, but al- 

—Turn To ,Page 14. 
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so for conscience sake. For, for this 
cause pay ye tribute also: for they are 
God’s ministers, attending continually 
upon this very thing.” 


When a judge, or a jury, or a wit- 
ness, or an attorney, seeks to thwart 
the purposes of law and justice he 
makes himself a God-defying anarchist. 
He brings himself under this anathe- 
ma: “Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God: 
and they that resist shall receive to 
themselves damnation.” 


Christ endorsed the basic law of 
human government when He rebuked 
the Pharisees, calling them hypocrites, 
for making the law of capital punish- 
ment of no effect by their tradition. 
No part of the Bible, perhaps, has 
been more misunderstood than Christ’s 
sermon on the mount. When Christ 
said: “Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth: But I say unto you, That 
ye resist not evil,” etc—He was 
speaking of private vengeance, not of 
judicial procedure. Private venge- 
ance is wrong. Mob law is wrong. For 
God has said: “Vengeance is mine.” 
And when the duly appointed minister 
of God takes vengeance it is God act- 
ing. ‘He is the minister of God, a re- 
venger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil.” 


If as the minister of God he fails to 
act he becomes particepts criminis 
with all the God defying, law defying 
element of human society. He becomes 
a party to the crimes that are shaking 
the very foundations of human govern- 
ment, taking the lives of thousands of 
our peace loving, law abiding citizens, 
and wringing with anguish the hearts 
of countless multitudes. The basic 
function of human government is to 
protect life; and to punish whoever 
takes life, or whoever does anything 
to impair the peaceful pursuit of life. 


To protect the individual ownership 
is also a basic function of government. 
Communism is wrong because it de- 
stroys the individual ownership of 
property. It roots up one of the foun- 
dation stones of human government. 
Socialism is wrong just to the extent 
that it destroys, or impairs, the indivi- 
dual ownership of property. The indi- 
vidual ownership of property is basic 
in human government. Capitalism is 
wrong when it runs riot and under 
cover of law takes away individual 
property by withholding wages and 
dividends and oppressing the poor. The 
root of the evil in all these systems 
runs deep into sin. No system will 
give us an ideal government until we 
have a sinless society. This brings us 
to

The Destiny of Human Government. 


Human government will pass away. 
It will disintegrate. It will be no more. 
God never designed that human gov- 
ernment should continue always. It is 
a divine, temporary expedient to last 
till the Kingdom of God comes. 


Many people think that human gov- 
ernment will gradually improve until 
it merges, so to speak, into the King- 
dom of God. This view is wrong. Hu- 
man government may be compared to 
a crutch which the lame human race 
must use till it gets well. Then the 


crutch will be thrown aside. 


The written laws for human govern- 
ment were given by God through the 
Jews. God’s ideal form of human gov- 
ernment is a theocracy, a government 
which recognizes God as Supreme 
Ruler and God’s law as supreme law. 
This was rejected by the Jews for a 
kingdom, with an earthly king. And 
from that day to this, nations have 
tried every imaginable form of govern- 
ment from an absolute Monarchy to 
Communism. They have tried Limited 
Monarchies, Aristocracies, Republics, 
Democracies, Fascism, Nazism. All have 
failed or are failing, and the world is 
more at sea on this subject than ever 
before. 


Christ in speaking of these times 
said: “And the earth distress of 
nations, with perplexity; the sea and 
the waves roaring; men’s hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming on the 
earth”. The final failure of human gov- 
ernnient is clearly predicted in the 
Bible in many places. One of the clear- 
est predictions is to be found in the 
second chapter of Daniel. Human gov- 
ernment as exemplified in the Jewish 
nations, had failed, and the Jews had 
gone into captivity. “The times of the 
gentiles” had begun under the first 
world-wide monarch Nebuchadnezzar. 
To him God gave a vision of the course 
of gentile governments down to the 
very end. 


He gave it in a dream which Daniel 
interpreted. God told Nebuchadnezzar 
that his kingdom would be succeeded 
by the Medo-Persian, that by the 
Grecian, and that by the Roman under 
the Caesars. The Roman empire would 
fall and be broken up into many 
countries. This has all come to pass 
and no one can dispute it. Prophecy 
has become history up to this point. In 
Nebuchadnezzar’s vision, human gov- 
ernments were symbolized by the 
statue of a huge man. That was be- 
cause aS man sees government, it is 
man-power. Later these same four 
governments are symbolized by four 
beasts. That is how God sees them. 
Men see governments as man (the 
metallic image) but God sees them as 
beasts. Daniel prophesied further that 
in the latter times the Roman Empire 
would be revived. This is being ful- 
filled before our eyes today. 


Now note what God, through Daniel, 
says will happen in the latter days. 
First note the dream in Daniel 2:34 and 


85, “Thou sawest till that a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and break them to pieces. 
Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, 
the silver and the gold, broken to pieces 
together, and became like the chaff of 
the summer threshingfloors; and the 
wind carried them away, that no place 
was found for them: and the stone that 
smote the image because a great moun- 
tain, and filled the whole earth”. 


Note the interpretation of the dream 
in Daniel 2:44 and 45, “And in the days 
of these kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom, which shall never be 
destroyed: and the kingdom shall not 
be left to other people, but it shall 
brake in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shal] stand forever. 
Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, 
the silver and the gold; the great God 
hath made known to the king what 
shali come to pass hereafter: and the 
dream is certain, and the interpreta- 
tion thereof sure”. 


You see clearly from this prophecy 
the destiny of human governments. 
They are to be disintegrated and be- 
come like the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors, and the wind will blow 
them away and no place will be found 
for them. They will then be replaced 
by the Christ-government. A similar 
prophecy is found in the second Psalm. 
There Christ is pictured as asking God 
for the nations and the uttermost parts 
of the earth. God gives them to Him, 
and He breaks them with a rod of iron, 
dashes them in pieces like a potter’s 
vessel. In both prophecies you note 
that nations, as at present organized, 
are broken to pieces, disintegrated, so 
that they no longer exist. There are 
many more prophecies like these two. 
—— not time or space to mention 
them. 


Why have human governments such 
a sad destiny? There are many rea- 
sons, all rooted in the weakness and 
wickedness of man. These are times 
when various Utopias are being hatch- 
ed in the brains of men but they all 
fail. Some of them embodying beau- 
tiful ideas but they will never work 
except in the social order made up of 
regenerate men and women, men and 
women who always wanted to do what 
is right and never wanted to do what 
is wrong. That condition will never 
come about in this age. Christ will 
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bring it about when He returns and 
God’s kingdom comes. 


Here is what Christ says He will do 
then: “The Son of man shall send 
forth his angels, and they shall gather 
out of his kingdom all things that 
offend, and them which do _ iniquity; 
And shall cast them into a furnace of 
fire: there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth. Then shall the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the kingdom 
of their Father”. 


Weaknesses of Human Governments 

Let us note just a few of the enorm- 
ous wrongs perpetrated by human gov- 
ernments and you will see why God 
is going to destroy them. War is one 
of the worst. No wonder that God sees 
human governments as_ beasts. No 
beasts ever tore to pieces and des- 
troyed as human governments have 
done in their many wars. Wars are 
brought about by the nations’ leaders, 
and the people follow blindly. The 
leaders themselves are led by Satan, 
but often do not know it. He deceives 
the nations and will continue to do so 
until he is shut up. 


The greatest war in human history 
is now in the making, with the hosts 
of Satan leading on. The greatest bat- 
tle in human history is yet to be fought 
on the plains about Mount Megiddo, 
where so many bloody battles have 
been fought in the past. After that 
Christ, the Prince, will put an end to 
all war. 


Famine is another frightful evil that 
lies at the doors of incompetent human 
governments. Only one government of- 
ficial in world history ever dealt with 
a famine in a safe and sane way. He 
was a man of God and God gave him 
the plan. I refer to Joseph who laid up 
grain in the years of plenty to be wise- 
ly distributed in the years of famine. 
And the people had food enough. But 
we abridge crops and destroy our food, 
while millions starve of hunger. 


A huge world famineis now staring 
us inthe face. The greatest war of all 
time, and the greatest famine of all 
time, are approaching, and human gov- 
ernments are powerless to prevent it in 
their own strength and they will not 
turn to God. Therefore Christ, the 
Stone cut out without hands, referred 
to in the second chapter of Daniel, will 
come in power and great glory and will 
destroy the miserable governments of 
men. 


We have said that the basic functions 
of human governments are to protect 
life and property. A glance back over 
history reveals the fact that they have 
done neither. By their wars they have 
destroyed more lives and more proper- 
ty than any other agency. They have 
failed basically; and God will destroy 
them and set up a government of His 
own—the Kingdom of God. Christ will 
be the King. And Christ is now, by the 
Holy Spirit, taking out of the nations 
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His elect people who are to reign with 
Him in His coming Kingdom. 


They will be given positions exactly 
apportioned to their fitness as man- 
ifested by their service. That servant 
whose pound gained ten pounds will be 
made ruler over ten cities and that ser- 
vant whose pound gained five pounds 
will be made ruler over five cities. The 
servant who showed his unfitness by 
doing nothing will be cast out. Christ 
will have no unfit officials in His gov- 
ernment. How striking is the contrast 
in the way Christ selects His officials 
and the way human governments select 
theirs. Human governments often put 
in the unfit, the incompetent. Christ 
chooses only the fit, the competent. 
Human governments will fail and dis- 
integrate; Christ’s government will be 
perfect. It will last till He turns it over 
to God and God is all in all (See 1 Cor. 
15: 24-28). 

The fundamental cause of the failure 
of human governments is their failure 
to recognize God as Supreme Ruler 
and God’s law as supreme law. They 
have never given proper consideration 
to the first table of the law, the com- 
mandments which teach our duty to 
God. They have even attempted to des- 
troy God. For instance, witness the 
French Revolution. Witness the Soviet 
government of Russia today. It is their 
avowed purpose to destroy God in the 
minds and hearts of their people, and 
ultimately of the whole world. Witness 
what is gong on in our own country. 
Our largest state has created a corpo- 
ration to root out God. I refer to the 
Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism, a corporation under the laws 
of the state of New York. 


These efforts of puny men to des- 
troy God would be laughable if they 
were not so terribly tragic. In the 
second Psalm we read: “He that sitteth 
in the heavens shall laugh: the Lord 
shall have them in derision’. But im- 
mediately following this we read again 
that God through His King will brake 
them with a rod of iron, dash them in 
pieces like a potter’s vessel. The des- 
tiny of human governments is to disin- 
tegrate under the fierce wrath of the 
God whom they defied. 


What will take their place? The 
kingdom of God, for which we pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come”. Christ will be 
the King. The word of God makes this 
perfectly plain. The Old Testament 
prophets wrote of it. Isaiah sang: “For 
unto usachild is born, untousa son is 
given: and the government shall be up- 
on his shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
Mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order 
it, and to establish it with judgment 
and with justice from henceforth even 
forever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts 
will perform this”. 


Daniel said: “And in the days of 
these kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom which shall never be 
destroyed”. Zechariah said: “And the 
Lord shall be king over all the earth”. 
Christ made it plain when He announc- 
ed His coming again in power and 
great glory, and said when He should 
come the earth would be in great con- 
fusion and sin as in the days of Noah 
and Lot. The disciples of Christ made 


it plain when they repeatedly referred 
to His coming to reign with His saints 
over the earth. Read the 19th and 20th 
chapters of Revelations, also the 11th 
chapter of Isaiah and see the mighty 
changes Christ and His saints are to 
make in the earth. 


My purpose in reminding Defender

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government is that I might be able to 
persuade you to make peace with the 
Coming King. “Kiss the Son, lest 
He be angry”. “Blessed are all they 
that put their trust in Him”. Will you 
not put your trust in Him? Will you 
not acknowledge Him as your Lord, 


Saviour and King? If you do so you 
need not be afraid. Your heart will not 
fail you for fear, as you look at the 
things that are coming on the earth. 
You will have perfect peace—His peace 
—while you pray for, work for, and 
wait for the coming of the King, and 
the coming of the kingdom which is to 
take the place of human governments. 





THE SATANIC TRINITY

= AND I saw three unclean spir- 

its like frogs come out of the 
mouth of the dragon, and out of 
the mouth of the beast, and out 
of the mouth of the false prophet. 
For they are the spirits of devils 
(demons), working miracles, 
which go forth unto the kings of 
the earth and of the whole world, 
to gather them to the battle of 
that great day of God Almighty” 
(Rev. 16:13,14). 


This is one of the most remarkable 
passages in all the realm of Bible pro- 
phecy. It describes something that 
will happen on this earth during the 
Great Tribulation. Satan, the god of 
this age, will appear on the earth in 
human form. He will pose as the Mes- 
siah. The world will be deceived and 
worship him. Practically every im- 
portant present day development in the 
political, economic, social, and religious 
realm is helping to prepare the world 
for the reception of this coming Anti- 
christ. 


I. The Dragon 

The dragon is nene other than Sa- 
tan. “And the great dragon was cast 
out, that old serpent, called the Devil, 
and Satan, which deceiveth the whole 
world: he was cast out into the earth, 
and his angels were cast out with 
him.” (Rev. 12:9). 


What a terrible day that will be 
when Satan is cast out into the 
earth! His angels will be with him. 
They will inaugurate such a pro- 
gram of violence as has not been 
witnessed since the days of Noah. In 
those days “The earth. . . was corrupt 

. and filled with violence.” (Gen. 6: 
11). Corruption and violence always 
go hand in hand. They are the devil’s 
Siamese twins. 


Witness the violence in Russia where 
millions of innocent people have laid 
down their lives because corrupt lea- 
ders are at war with God and with 
every principle of liberty, justice and 
Christianity. In America there are 
two forces opposing Christianity and 
constitutional government. One is the 
underworld and racketeering group. 
This group seeks to hold a club over 
legitimate business, and by foul means 
it collects fat fees. The other is the 
invisible super-government which is 
gradually but surely getting a death 
grip on constitutional government for 
the purpose of choking out our liber- 
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ties. One class represents the so-called 
underworld. The other the wpper- 
world. But both groups belong to Sa- 
tan, and his house is not divided 
against itself. Eventually the two 
groups—one working from the bottom, 
the other from the top—will meet. If 
these forces are permitted to continue 
unchecked, they will join hands, ap- 
point one of their number as dictator 
over the nation, and individual liberty 
will be past history. 


Behind the scenes, Satan is direct- 
ing unregenerate men whether they be 
among the lower or upper classes. 
Whether they know it or not them- 
selves, these men are preparing the 
world for the acceptance of Satan and 
for his coronation as king of the 
world. 


Corruption and violence are increas- 
ing. Men who have deeds to property 
and who have constitutional right to 
peacefully occupy certain premises of- 
ten find them attacked by men of cor- 
rupt minds who are ready to tear 
down and wreck everything. Violence! 
Violence! Violence everywhere! Homes 
are being bombed, men are being 
slugged, women are being attacked, 
human life is not safe, property is not 
safe. Violence is increasing under the 
guiding hand of the Dragon working 
out from the shadows. 


In the days of Noah “God saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually.” (Gen. 6:5). “But as 
the days of Noah were, so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be” 
(Matt. 24:37). The wickedness of 
Noah’s day is being duplicated today. 
Satan is trying to corrupt every ima- 
gination of the heart. Drive along the 
highways and what do you see on the 
billboards? Go to news stands and 
what do you see on the magazine cov- 
ers? Read the daily newspapers and 
what do you see pictured in the adver- 
tisements? Go to the movies and what 
do you see? 


Unless you hide yourself in a cyclone 
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cave you will hardly escape the sight of 
something that is calculated to make 
“every imagination ... only evil con- 
tinually.” Is this not one of Satan’s 
clever schemes to fill the hearts of men 
and women with filthy thoughts? And 
is it not a proof that the world is be- 
ing prepared for the coming Anti- ° 
christ? 

We marvel at the ignorance, indif- 
ference, and stupidity of many people 
in the face of the precarious plight of 
our nation. Why are people asleep? 
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Ah, they are “eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage,” and 
will know nothing until judgment, 
strikes. With minds and _ bodies 
drugged by liquor it is easy for Satan’s 
conspirators to capture the power to 
rule. Our nation recently consumed 
385,000,000 barrels of beer. Shame! 


II. The Beast 


When events reach a certain stage 
Satan will incarnate himself. Just as 
Jesus Christ was God made flesh, so 
the Antichrist will be Satan made 
flesh. The devil in human form 
dwelling on the earth, ruling the world, 
and being worshipped as god—what a 
picture! Yet this is exactly what the 
Bible predicts. “And they worshipped 
the dragon which gave power unto the 
beast: and they worshipped the beast, 
saying, Who is like unto the beast? 
who is able to make war with him?” 
(Rev. 13:4). 


There will be increasing chaos on the 
earth. Dictators are arising in many 
nations. It is probable that every na- 
tion will one day be under a single 
world-wide dictatorship. None of the 
present dictators are able to solve the 
problems within the confines of their 
own domain. There is more suffering, 
starvation, turmoil, disease, misery and 
chaos than ever before in the world’s 
history. 


Out of this commotion there will 
arise a man — What A Man! The 
world has never seen his equal. He 
outshines Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon. 
He is a Supermen in every sense of the 
word. He has the most clever scheme 
for solving the problems of the world 
that has ever been known to unregene- 
rate man. His personality is so power- 
ful that every existing dictator imme- 
diately recognizes his own inferiority. 
The dictators hand their power over 
to the Beast—the Dictator of Dicta- 
tors. 


Little does the world dream that it 
has handed its power completely over 
to Satan. Deception will abound. The 
Beast will sway his scepter over the 
earth. He will be a counterfeit Mes- 
siah. He will promise to institute a 
reign of justice such as Christ has 
promised, but Satan is better at prom- 
ising than he is at performing. His 
reign will eventually plunge the world 
into a maelstrom of revolution and 
chaos which will send millions of souls 
shrieking their way into the darkness 
of the pit of perdition. 


III. The False Prophet 


Satan is a spirit being. Man likes to 
worship something he can see. Satan 
knows this. Therefore, he tries to 
multiply his personality and appear in 
human form. While God is the author 
of life, Satan is always trying to coun- 
terfeit God’s work. God says that at 
the mouth of two witnesses every word 
shall be established. Satan wants two 
witnesses. The Beast will be one. The 
False Prophet another. 


Both of these persons will be in such 
perfect accord with Satan that they 
will carry out his program to the min- 
utest detail. There seems to be a per- 


fect mingling of three personalities. 
What a clever counterfeit of the Tri- 
une God! 

The False Prophet counterfeits the 
work of the Holy Spirit. 


“And he do- 


eth great wonders, so that he maketh 
fire come down from heaven on the 
earth in the sight of men, and deceiv- 
eth them that dwell on the earth by 
the means of those miracles which he 
had power to do in the sight of the 
beast.” Everything the False Prophet 
does is for the purpose of causing men 
to worship the Beast. The Holy Spir- 
it never calls attention to Himself, but 
always to Christ. 


To what depths the human race has 
sunk! We crucified the Lord of glory 
when He was made flesh and the 
world will worship Satan when he is 
made flesh! 


There is a concentration of authori- 
ty in every realm. All banks are be- 
coming one large bank. All business 
firms are becoming one great business 
firm. All denominations in the reli- 
gious world are becoming one denomi- 
nation. All of the labor unions are be- 
coming one great organization. This 
is the tendency of the hour in which 
we live. 


We witness this in our own country. 
For a long time business firms have 
been combining. Now the government 
is stepping in to direct business. The 
Washington government now controls 
the wealth of our nation—the gold. 
The government is regulating both the 
employer and the employee. Eventual- 
ly the government will become a great 
business corporation owning and con- 
trolling everything and _ everybody. 
That is what has happened in Russia.

Communism is a system of super-Capi- 
talism, in which a small group of men 
own and control everything, and the 
great mass of people own and control 
nothing. 


We have witnessed a strange move- 
ment in the political realm during the 
past few months. Our government has 
three branches: The Executive, the 
Legislative, and the Judicial. The Le- 
gislative branch is functioning practic- 
ally as a rubber stamp. Recently a well 
known Congressman resigned because 
he did not think being 1/400th of a 
rubber stamp was a job for a “he-man” 
with American blood in his veins. The 
Judicial branch has done little but 
say, “yes” to everything proposed by 
the Executive branch. he Executive 
branch is headed up by one man—our 
Chief Executive. He has the power—- 
more power than any President ever 





had before. 


We are observing these facts in the 
present study solely from the viewpoint 
of the prophetic Scriptures. The ten- 
dency to delegate authority to a man— 
one man—is very much in evidence to- 
day. And, strange to say, the unrege- 
nerate world likes it. Humanity loves 
to worship man even though it must 
be divested of its liberties in doing so. 
The world is being prepared for a one 
man dictatorship—the rule of the An- 
tichrist. May every Christian be alert 
and awake in order that he may not 
be guilty of assisting the children of 
Satan in setting the stage for the 
worship of the “Great Red Dragon”. 


The Lord is coming for His own be- 
fore that awful day, when Satan will 
rule the world, with full authority. 
May we be found faithful at His com- 
ing, waiting to be translated when “the 
one shall be taken and the other left.” 
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jes Parable of the Prodigal Son 
(Luke 15) is probably the best 
known of all the parables of Christ. It 
is not indeed complete in itself, but 
stands as the last member of a three- 
part parable. The main lesson it 
teaches is quite clear; but in order to 
grasp that lesson, and to appreciate 
also its great climax, it is needful to 
observe that it was addressed directly 
to the Pharisees and Scribes, and that 
it was the Lord’s response to their in- 
— complaint concerning Himself: 
his man receiveth sinners and eateth 
with them” (vs. 2). Note should be 
taken of the two points of this com- 
laint: (1) His receiving sinners; (2) 
is eating with them. Thereupon, “He 
spake this parable to them.” 


Christ’s willingness to associate. with 
sinners had from the first excited both 
the astonishment and also the indigna- 
tion of the Pharisees; for His conduct 
in this respect was directly contrary to 
their teaching and practice. Early in 
His ministry they had challenged His 
disciples with the captious question: 
“Why eateth your Master with publi- 
eans and sinners?” And from the 
standpoint of their own doctrine it was 
a most natural question (Matt. 9:11). 


Now, in order that the force of the 
parable may be perceived, it must be 
observed that the elder son asks sub- 
stantially this very question. For, as 
he drew near the house and heard the 
sound of the music and rejoicing inside, 
“He called one of the servants, and 
asked what these things meant’ (vs. 
26). Let us, therefore, give close atten- 
tion to the verses that follow, -where 
we shall find the Divine explanation 
of what was such a sore puzzle to the 
Pharisees. 


The servant replied: “Thy brother is 
come; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, because he hath received 
him safe and sound.” The reply men- 
tions both the points of the complaint 
the Pharisees had made—receiving sin- 
ners, and eating with them. 


Those few words contain a revelation 
that is surpassingly wonderful. They 
reveal the amazing fact that God’s joy 
(in which all heaven shares) over the 


recovery of one sinner is greater than 
over ninety and nine just persons (such 
as the Pharisees esteemed themselves 
to be) who need no repentance. 


But, great and marvellous as this 
truth is, our present purpose is, not to 
dwell upon that, but to call attention to 
features that may be easily overlooked. 


The situation is this: The son who is 
inside the house, enjoying the feasting 
and merrymaking (of which indeed he 
is the occasion) is the one who had ad- 
mitted his badness and unworthiness; 
whereas the son who is without had 
proclaimed his goodness and _ worthi- 
ness. But let it be specially noted that 
he was outside by his own will and 
choice; for the door was open to him 
also, and he had been invited and urged 
to take part in the festivity. He chose, 
however, to remain outside, and then 
to find fault with what his father had 
done. “He was angry and would not 
go in.” So his behaviour corresponded 
with that of the Pharisees; and it cor- 
responds, moreover, with that of all 
men to the present day who feel no 
need of God’s salvation, who are in- 
different to the call of His gospel and 
who refuse to enter into the Kingdom 
of God by Christ, Who is “The Door.” 


The complaint of the elder son was 
that his father had not bestowed upon 
him the wherewithal for making merry 
with his own associates. The father 
did not, indeed, bring the joy outside to 
where that son chose to abide; but he 
came out himself and entreated him to 
enter. Likewise, God does not bring 
heaven’s joy outside to men who turn 
away from Him and find fault with 
His way of saving sinners; but He 
comes out to them, in the Person of 
Christ and by His servants, beseeching 
all men everywhere to come in and par- 
take of the gospel feast (Isaiah 25:6; 
Luke 14:15-24). 


“To The Jews First” 


This part of the parable has a spe- 
cial fey og to the Jewish people. 
They had been a chosen people, “Nigh 
unto God,” even as the elder son had 
remained with his father; whereas the 
Gentiles had gone “Far off,” like the 





younger son. But now publicans and 
sinners and Gentiles, too, were enter- 
ing into the Kingdom; whereas the 
leaders and the mass of the Israelitish 
nation rejected the Saviour Whom, in 
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fulfilment of His promise, God had 
sent to them. They were “Angry and 
would not go in.”. Nevertheless, like 
the father in the parable, God contin- 
ues until now entreating them to en- 
ter; the reason being that “He is not 
willing that any should perish, but that 
all “gaa come to repentance” (2 Pet. 
3:9). 


A Story That is Left Unfinished 


This brings us to a most striking 
feature of the parable, namely, that it 
does not tell how the matter ended. 
It leaves us wondering whether or not 
the elder son yielded finally to his fa- 
ther’s entreaties, and to the persuasion 
of the sounds of music and festivity 
that came from within, or whether he 
hardened his heart, and—to his own 
loss—persisted in his refusal to enter. 
How did it end? 


This is an interesting question in- 
deed, though we cannot find the an- 
swer. It suggests, however, a question 
that is vastly more important for such 


of our readers as are yet in the out- 
side place, who know not “The blessed- 
ness of the man whose iniquity is for- 
given, and whose sin is _ covered” 
(Psalm 32:1). If the reader is one of 
these, the momentous question for him 
is: How will the story‘end with you 
when the last chapter shall have been 
written? See the door.of God’s mercy 
which has been kept wide open until 
now for you, and behold Jesus Christ, 
the Lamb of God, slain and risen again 
that all things might be made “ready” 
for your salvation and your eternal joy 
in the Father’s house! .Hearken also 
to the sounds from within of the music 
and the rejoicings which have already 
“begun” and will never end! And 
above all, listen to the loving entreaties 
of the God of all grace, Who is urging 
you, even by the lines you are now 
reading, “To come in.” 


For, however the story may end in 
your case, you are at this critical mo- 
ment in the position of that son who 
“Would not go in.” 





“WHAT IS MAN 2?” 
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HE question “What is Man?” 
raised by the Psalmist and re- 
peated by the writer to the He- 
brews, is answered when we dis- 
cover to WHAT MAN the Scrip- 
tures refer. Jesus Himself comes 
to our rescue in the story of the 
boys who cried in the temple, 
“Hosanna to the Son of David”. 


The priests and the scribes protested 
against such acclaim, whereupon, Jesus 
replied, “Did ye never read, ‘out of the 
mouths of babes and sucklings Thou 
didst perfect praise’?”. The quotation 
is taken from the eighth Psalm which 
declares the Messiah to be THE MAN 
of the Psalm. It is the one that closes 
the first book of the Psalms in which 
He has already been set forth as the 
true Adam, the true King, the rejected 
and persecuted One, and finally, as Lord 
over all the earth. 

In the epistle to the Hebrews the in- 
spired writer also gives an interpreta- 
tion. The Son of God, the great sub- 
ject of this letter, is shown as entirely 
fitted to sit upon the throne of the 
earth, “having made purification” of 
sins, thereby having done away with 
all “visible symbols” and externalities 
of “religion”. In chapter two where 
specific reference is made to Psalms 
eight, the purpose of the Spirit is to 
“declare the actual humanity of Christ”, 
teaching that for a while He was made 
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a little less than the angels or a little 
lower than God, and that through ab- 
solute obedience, and the suffering of 
death, He earned the ‘¢rown of glory 
conferred upon Him as man, an tuber 
tance that will be shared with those 
who suffer with Him and reign with 
Him. 
World to Come 
But, it is “in the world to come”, 


the future world, that THIS MAN, 
jointly with all believers who qualify, 
shall put all things under Him. In this 
present world we have “dominion” over 
nothing, not even ourselves. 


“But now we do not yet see all things 
subjected to him. But we behold Him 
who was made a little lower than An- 
gels, Jesus, on account of the suffering 
of death, crowned with glory and hon- 
or, that, by the grace of God, He might 
taste death for every one”. 


What possible quality is there in 
the human family that motivates a sal- 
vation like that? Plainly none, abso- 
lutely none, as the Scriptures point out; 
it is all of God, the gift of God, the 
Grace of God! If such a glorious sal- 
vation could be made available through 
some merit on the part of man, then 
Satan too, should be an accredited can- 
didate for a crown, for none will deny 
that he is a creature of considerable 
worth, 


For a life size portrait of all flesh, 
turn again to Romans chapter two, a 
section of the inspired writings that 
has not yet been removed. “There is 
none righteous, no not one”; nothing 
but universal corruption! At its hu- 
man best, humanity is but “filthy rags”.

ME: TOMLINSON is the pastor of a 
Church in Long Island, New York. 
This cloth bound volume contains a 
compilation of recent prophetic ad- 
dresses. 

A note by the Publishers says: “The 
Bible foretells all the conditions in the 
world today. In this book, it is told 
with startling evidences of the uncanny 
accuracy of the word Prophets, who 
lived two to four thousand years ago.” 


The early part of the treatise is de- 
voted to a discussion of the various 
“Marks” which are now being imposed 
upon millions of human beings by gov- 
ernments which are operating accord- 
ing to the principles of dictatorship. 
It is the Author’s opinion that these 
marks are paving the way for the com- 
ing of a universal mark patterned ac- 
cording to Revelation 13:16. 


The four emblems to which Mr. Tom- 
linson pays particular attention are 
the Hammer and Sickle of Communism, 
the Fasces of Italy, the Swastika of 
Germany and Roosevelt’s Blue Eagle. 


Concerning the last mark mentioned 
above, we read: “I confess I felt bad 
to think that a Blue Eagle, which the 
Russians called a ‘Russian Fish Hawk’, 
had to be made to lead America on... 
In fact, everyone of these nations who 
now have adopted marks, formerly had 
flags that had been consecrated by 
years of patriotic sacrifice on a thou- 
sand battlefields. Even in America, I 
thought, of the multitudes who had 
found Old Glory sufficient inspiration 
for a hundred and fifty years. Why 
then, of a sudden, these Marks? 


“There is only one answer: We are 
soon ready for the Beast to be revealed 

. One day I received a letter from 
NRA administration headquarters ask- 
ing me, as Pastor of a Church, to give 
my effort on an appointed Sunday, and 
from my pulpit, urge all people to buy 
only from firms who display the Blue 
Eagle, and canvass my congregation to 
make sure that everyone had received 
his consumer’s Blue Eagle.

EFENDER workers among the 
Yaqui Indians are experiencing 
much of the blessing of the Lord upon 
their labors. A marked increase of in- 
terest is being shown by the Indians in 
the message they bring. 


Rev. and Mrs. Mercado are in love 
with their work regardless of the hard- 
ships to be endured. In a recent re- 
port they say: “The Scriptures are 
now being received gladly by many of 
the Indians, who have come to know us 
and have confidence in us. During the 
past month, every single shack in the 
village where anyone reads has been 
visited and portions of Scripture and 
tracts have been given away. 


“In many of the small homes real 
Gospel services have been held, which 
consist of the singing of hymns, read- 
ing of Scriptures, prayer, and short 
Gospel messages.”

‘that at last the villages welcome the 


visits made, whereas there was a time 
when the coming of the missionaries 
excited aversion. The confidence of 
the people is being established and the 
message the workers are bringing is 
now gladly received by many Indians. 


Among the Yaqui’s there exist all 
manner of hideous superstitions which 
only the light of the Gospel can over- 
come. The poverty of these poor, be- 
nighted people is beyond description, 
but the workers are doing their best, 
with their small allowances, to relieve 
as much suffering as possible. 


At this time, Rev. and Mrs. Mercado 
are faced with the need of a small 
chapel in the Yaqui camp, in which to 
hold services. They have no place in 
which to gather these unfortunate 
people except in their little “dobies” 
(mud houses) which are far too small 
for Gospel work. Unless this need is 
met, these poor unfortunate people will 
suffer. They cannot give, they are 
poverty stricken, so we must help them. 
A small house for Gospel services can 
be built for little cost. No time should 
be lost. 


We are sure that there are Defender 
Readers who will rise to this occasion 
with all the assistance possible.

ij oe of the happiest days I have 

ever known were those spent in 
Greece in January of this year.

NOTHING is more startling —— “T will spue thee out of my 
mouth.” 


than the great Apostasy which 
has now set in and is rapidly ris- 
ing. This condition was prophe- 
sied to be one of the chief signs 
of the End-Time. 


Modernism and destructive criticism 
with its demoralizing effects has swept 
the entire world. Faise cults are num- 
erous and rapidly gaining in strength. 
As foretold by the sacred writers, men 
are fast departing from the Faith. 
And may I say that if it had not been 
for the betrayal of the trust committed 
to the Church the present conditions 
of the nations would never have been 
possible. Christ told the Church to 
preach the Gospel to the world. That 
command she has not yet observed. 


Nineteen hundred years have passed 
away and while there has been an ac- 
tivity during the past centuries, the 
Church asa whole is still merely play- 
ing with missions. But what has she 
done instead? Built large, luxurious 
and expensive cathedrals and edifices 
with her enormous wealth; entered into 
social service for the betterment of the 
people and the uplift of humanity; 
taken upon herself medical and educa- 
tional work; and ignored the Great 
Commission. She has turned to the 
building of hospitals and colleges for 
the alleviation of suffering and the 
training of those who have never be- 
longed to her, which is the work of 
the state and the government, instead 
of keeping to her one supreme task of 
world evangelization. Sectarianism has 
been exalted and the Church rent by 
scism and strife. 


During the time that the Lord Jesus 
Christ lived upon earth it seemed as 
though hell itself was let loose. Demon 
activities were observed on every side. 
In the End-Time it is going to be the 
same again. There are indications in 
the Bible that myriads of demons will 
be released and will once again work 
havoc. The Bible predicts as follows: 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall de- 
part from the Faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits, and doctrines of dev- 
ils” (1 Tim. 4. 1). 


“In the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith.” “They shall 
heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; and they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth.” ‘When 
the Son of man cometh, shall He find 
faith on the earth?” No longer does 
the Modernistic church send out mis- 
sionaries to preach the Gospel. So- 
cial service, medical, educational and 
institutional work is the order of the 
day. Not as a Saviour is Christ pre- 
sented, but merely as another teacher. 
The Bible is looked upon as a human 
document. Much is made of the good 
in other religions. The supernatural 
is discarded, and the note of Evangel- 
ism silenced. Outward form and cere- 
mony takes the place of spirituality. 
“Thou hast a name that thou livest, 
and art dead.” “Having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power there- 
of.” The Laodicean church of which 


Limitations of Modernism 


There are six very striking facts 
that must be faced when dealing with 
Apostasy, facts that no one can pos- 
sibly contradict. I give them as they 
have come to me in my study of this 
End-Time sign. 


1. Modernism lays emphasis on edu- 
cation, social service and world-better- 
ment instead of evangelism. 


“We have given up all hope of saving 
this generation. Our efforts are now 
directed toward the next. No more 
missionaries will be sent out to merely 
evangelize. Our hope is in education.” 
—The Secretary of a large denomina- 
tional Mission Board. 


Modernism expects to save the 
world and thus usher in the millenni- 
um, whereas the Bible teaches that the 
purpose of the Gospel is to save men 
out of the world. 


Ne Modernism proclaims salvation by 
a in the place of salvation by 
dlood. 


“T do not believe in the doctrine of 
salvation by blood. Thank God, I am 
not saved by the blood of any one. Sal- 
vation by blood is the Gospel of the 
butcher-shop.”—-A Modernist. 


“We cannot accept the substitution- 
ary death of Christ.”—-A Church Maga- 
zine. 

The same magazine declares that the 
hymn “Jesus Paid It All” is not the 
theology of the Church. Cain’s reli- 
gion is still more agreeable to the na- 
tural heart than Abel’s. 


3. Modernism rules the Bible out as 


an authority on theological questions. 


(1) It declares that the recorded 
miracles of Christ are merely legen- 


dary exaggerations of events that are ~ 


entirely explicable from natural causes. 
“The critical view of today is that the 
Gospel miracles represent the crude 
ideas of a superstitious age, and are to 
that extent untrustworthy.” 


(2) It spiritualizes the Second Com- 
ing of Christ and declares that His fol- 
lowers were entirely mistaken. 


(8) Its great purpose is to destroy 
faith in the supernatural. “We can- 
not accept the Bible as authoritative.” 
--A Church Magazine. Yet Modern 
Scholarship has not succeeded in pro- 
ducing a better. 


4, Modernism strikes at the deity of 
Jesus Christ and seeks to undermine 
His infallibility. 

“Jesus spoke in accommodation with 
the ideas of His contemporaries and 
held the current Jewish notions.”—A 
Modernist. 

“Those who record the Virgin Birth 
were doubtless influenced by pagan 
fables, seeking by these to secure for 
Him the honour of celestial paternity.” 
-—A Modernist. 

5. Modernism is based on guesses, 
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suppositions, speculations, opinions and 
human philosophies, and not upon 
facts. 


6. Modernism has no answer for the 
question: “What comes after death?” 
Since the Bible is ruled out as an au- 
thority and we have no other source of 
knowledge, we are left to mere guess- 
work. Philosophers, professors and 
scientists simply do not know. They 
have no message for the death bed. 


What is an Apostate? 


Now you will note that all thisis not 
only foretold in God’s Word, but it is 
definitely declared to be a “sign” of the 
End-Time, a proof that we are living 
in the “last days”. Let me give you 
the most arresting passages from the 
Bible bearing on the Apostasy of the 
professing Church. And may I also 
quote Dr. C. I. Seofield’s definition. 


“Apostasy, ‘falling away’ is the act 
of professed Christians who deliberate- 
ly reject revealed truth (1) as to the 
deity of Jesus Christ and (2) redemp- 
tion through His atoning and redeem- 
ing sacrifice (I John 4. 1—38; Phil. 
8. 18; 2 Timothy 2. 1). Apostasy dif- 
fers therefore from error concerning 
truth, which may be the result of ig- 
norance (Acts 19. 1—6), or heresy, 
which may be due to the snare of 
Satan (2 Timothy 2. 25, 26), both of 
which may consist with true faith. 
The apostate is perfectly described in 
2 Timothy 4. 3, 4. Apostates depart 
from the faith, but not from the out- 
ward profession of Christianity. Apos- 
tate teachers are described in 2 Tim- 
othy 4. 3; 2 Peter. 2: 1—9; Jude 4, 8, 
11—138, 16. Apostasy in the Church, 
as in Israel (Isa. 1. 5—6; 5. 5—7), is 
irremediable, and awaits judgment 
(2 Thess, 2. 10—-12; 2 Peter 2. 17, 21; 
Jude 11—15; Rev. ‘3. 15—16).” 


The Program of the Atheists 


It is but a step from apostasy to 
atheism. The one leads to the other. 
Men begin by doubting God and end 
by denying Him altogether. The blight 
of atheism must be laid at the door of 
an apostate church. 


Already there are indications of an 
attempted denial of the Christian 
faith in an organized way. Word 
comes that an association of infidels 
has been formed in the United States 
to overthrow, as they say, religious 
terrorism. 


As the days grow darker, we may 
expect other movements of a similar 
nature and finally the “mark of the 
Beast,” which will demand martyr- 
dom for those who are determined to 
still adhere to their faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


It is the avowed intention of the 
Bolsheviks to stamp out religion of 
every character. Some time ago a 
very interesting cartoon appeared in 
the Russian papers. It depicted a 
ladder at the top of which were three 
figures representing the Trinity. In 
the centre was God the Father, por- 
trayed by an old man, and at either 
side God the Son, and God the Holy 
Spirit. Climbing up the ladder was 
a Russian workman with a large mal- 
let in his hand; his face was turned 
toward the figures at the top and 
wore an expression of bitter hatred 
and malicious determination. Under- 


neath the cartoon was the inscription, 


as follows: “We have finished with 
the earthly czars, now we will tackle 
the heavenly ones.” Such a cartoon 
plainly indicates the trend of the pres- 
ent movement in Russia, and, in fact, 
throughout the world. 


Possibly one great reason for the 
turmoil that at present exits is this 
open defiance of God. A declaration 
by the Bolsheviks was published in the 
London Times in which Zinovieff is re- 
ported to have said, “We shall grapple 
with the Lord God in due season. We 
shall vanquish Him in His highest 
Heaven and wherever He seeks refuge 
and we shall subdue Him forever.” 
Such a blasphemous utterance cannot 
permanently go unchallenged. Sooner 
or later God will act. Such, however, 
is the determined policy of the Bolshe- 
viks. 

Satan is making a determined effort 
these days to capture the young. And 
the goal is Atheism. It is a form of 
communism that strikes at the very 
vitals of all that is worth while in life. 
It has as its ultimate aim the destruc- 
tion of the Home, the Church and the 
Government, our three most cherished 
institutions. And it is making fearful 
headway in America. “Give us one 
generation of small children to train to 
manhood and womanhood, and we will 
set up the Bolshevist form of the So- 
viet government in America.” Thus 
said a Boston school teacher. 


American Communists have been dis- 
tributing a leaflet among the working 
people of Kentucky and Tennessee 
from which I quote the following: 


“The two most Bible-crazed States 
left in the U.S.A. are Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Tennessee, though, has 
made rapid progress in throwing off 
the bunk of the Bibie since the ‘Dayton 
Trial,’ where the Hon. Clarence Dar- 
row made such a jackass out of the 
late William Jennings Bryan--the 
noted Bunk Defender, and it is certain 
that Tennessee will soon be from under 
the yoke of the fables of the biggest 
Book of Bunk ever printed. 


“But Kentucky presents a little dif- 
ferent problem, for there is Asbury 
College in the very heart of Kentucky, 
an outgrowth of religious fanaticisin 
which has gripped Kentucky from its 
very beginning. This College holds 
sway over no small following, and has 
supporters in every state, and in many 
nations, and may now be looked upon 
as akind of world capitol for the 
‘Bunk Lovers’ of this modern age. This 
College must be closed out in three or 
four years, and can be if the good work 
can continue among the bunk-destroy- 
ing organizations of the United States. 


“The whole educational system of 
the U.S.A. is beautifully yielding to 
our mighty but almost silent army. 
The ‘Bunk Howlers’, still called by a 
few ignorant people ‘preachers of the 
eee of Jesus Christ’, can’t get a 
earing any longer. But thanks to na- 
ture the groves are full of the young- 
sters cooing and loving and sustaining 
the same glorious relationships that 
the free little birds of the trees do, and 
the scampering animals of the forest. 


“Let the cruel standards of the Bible 
of Bunk be destroyed in all the earth. 
Then we will be free. There will be no 
sin, no crime, and people will be happy 
like birds.” 


Antichrist and Religion 

What a challenge! Thank God for 
even a few Colleges so strongly found- 
ed on the Bible that Communism and 
Atheism have thus far failed to get a 
foothold. But what a tragedy to think 
of the hundreds of Colleges that have 
capitulated. Russia is certainly mak- 
ing inroads so far as the student life 
of the country is concerned. The work 
is being done silently, but effectively, 
nevertheless. Parents know but little 
of what is going on. 

“Better that a young man or young 
woman never acquire any kind of ad- 
vance education, than to have their 
faith shattered, and their soul sent in- 
to a Christless eternity,” writes Miss 
Elizabeth Knauss. 

But we must not forget that atheism 
itself is a religion. And that apostasy 
and atheism will grow side by side un- 
til the End. But at last, what? How 
will the Antichrist deal with all apos- 
tate religion? What is to be his atti- 
tude toward Christendom as a whole, 
whether Catholic or Protestant? Will 
he countenance atheism, or will he de- 
mand worship? According to Revela- 
tion seventeen, what is to be the doom 
of ecclesiasticism? 

When the Antichrist appears, after 
becoming established over the ten na- 
tions forming the revived Roman Em- 
pire, he will make an alliance with the 
Roman Catholic Church. These two 
great organizations are depicted in 
the Scriptures as the civil and eccle- 
siastical Babylons.

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Roosevelt's Red Bubble Bursts 





At ten minutes before midnight, 

November 16, 1933, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt reached across 
the ocean and placed the Chris- 
tian hand of the United States in- 
to the bloody paw of the Russian 
bear. This was done after the 
arch criminal Litvinoff had been 
a guest at the White House. 


The President was the most popular 
man in the world at that time. By 
establishing diplomatic relations with 
the Soviets, he automatically shared 
his popularity with Stalin. The cause 
of world revolution was thereby ad- 
vanced in a manner that cannot’ be 
estimated. 


Thousands of telegrams and letters 
poured in from business men, Chris- 
tian leaders, patriotic societies, church- 
es, and other groups, begging the Pres- 
ident not to make this fatal mistake. 
Those were the hilarious, happy-go- 
lucky days when he was quoting 
“Alice in Wonderland” to newspaper 
reporters. 


Destructive Motives 


Christian leaders were deeply serious 
concerning the matter, but the smiling 
“magnetic” President simply tossed his 
head, waved his hand, made a wise- 
crack about spelling “commissar” with 
one “s” instead of two, and went mer- 
rily on his way. However, if reports 
from Washington are to be trusted, the 
State Department, under Cordell Hull, 
opposed the step to the very last. 


Many recalled Menjinsky’s statement 
about other nations being “idiots” for 
taking Moscow’s “signature seriously”. 
Christians were reminded of Lunach- 
arsky, who said: “We hate Christiani- 
ty and Christians; even the best of 
them must be considered our enemies. 
They preach love of one’s neighbor and 
mercy, which is contrary to our prin- 
ciples. Christian love is an obstacle 
to the development of the revolution. 
What we need is hatred. We must 
know how to hate; only thus will we 
conquer the universe.”’ Others thought 
of Lenin’s words: “Religion must be 
abolished. The best country is a God- 
less country. If religion will pass out 
quietly, our attitude will be one of be- 
nevolent tolerance. But if it resists, 
we will hasten its exit by violence pro- 
portioned to its resistance.” 


The American people have never been 
told who, or what, the forces were be- 
hind the President driving him into do- 
ing a thing that neither Hoover, Cool- 
idge, Harding or Wilson would do! 


Disillusioned 


When Roosevelt told reporters what 
he had done, newspaper headlines 
splashed with hopes of the vast trade 
relations between the two countries, 
which promised to result from official- 
ly recognizing the Soviets. 


William Bullitt, a dangerous radical, 
who is credited with having broken the 
heart of Woodrow Wilson, was imme- 
diately groomed for the position of 
Ambassador to Moscow. In turn, the 
Reds sent a Jew by the name of Troy- 
anovsky to Washington. Every form 


of Communist propaganda began to be 
intensified in the United States. Ex- 
Senator Smith Wildman Brookhart, of 
Iowa, another radical, was given an 
important government post to cultivate 
trade relatioris with the Reds. 


Litvinoff held up the following bait: 
“Enjoying the lowest foreign indebted- 
ness in the world, the Soviet Union has 
the greatest capacity for absorbing the 
raw materials and products of other 
countries..... The United States could 
make use of this capacity to the extent 
of at least 60 or 70 per cent.” 


Brookhart dashed into print to as- 
sure the public that the Reds would 
buy $520,000,000 worth of goods from 
this Country every year. Roosevelt 
congratulated himself -that he had 
made something of a masterstroke 
even if the Christians of the land were 
being cut to their hearts. 


The subject of collecting the $800,- 
000,000 of debts, which the Soviet gov- 
ernment has owed America for the last 
eighteen years, was held over for fu- 
ture discussion. So far their answer 
has been the same as in the past—an 
emphatic “NO, WE WILL NOT PAY.” 


Being good Jewish business men, 
the Reds rubbed their hands some 
years ago and proposed that if the 
United States Treasury would loan J. 
Stalin and Co., such staggering sums 
of money that their mere interest pay- 
ments would more than pay what they 
owe, they would be willing to acknow- 
ledge their indebtedness. They had the 
audacity to ask for a loan with a clause 
that the interest should apply on their 
obligation; otherwise they would refuse 
to pay. 


Failing to get their demands met, 
they proceeded to coerce Uncle Sam by 
cutting down their annual purchases 
from $114,000,000 worth of goods in 
19380 to $104,000,000 in 1931; then to 
$13,000,000 in 1932 and $9,000,000 in 
1933, and a paltry $14,000,000 in 1934. 
Thus the folly of diplomatic recogni- 
tion is clearly seen; Uncle Sam takes 
a sharp slap in the face, and another 
Roosevelt bubble bursts! 


Within one year, Brookhart’s prom- 
ise of $520,000,000 had vanished into 
thin air! 


Hull’s Statement 


From all indications, the Reds 
thought they had outwitted the Ameri- 
cans. Troyanovsky became _ smart- 
alecky and overbearing; he even stated 
openly that due to fear of a Japanese 
attack the United States felt that it 
had to have Russian support. 


Secretary Hull made a proposition 
to the Soviets which seemed both rea- 
sonable and fair. Troyanovsky took 
it to Russia with him and returned a 
few weeks later in the same haughty 
attitude that he had adopted prior to 
his departure. With his answer care- 
fully locked in his briefcase he called 
at the State Department, confident aid 
all smiles. He was ready to again hu- 
miliate the principal Christian govern- 
ment of the world by presenting a flat 
refusal from his superior officials in 
Moscow. 


Exactly four-and one-half minutes 
later, he emerged from Mr. Hull’s of- 
fice a crestfallen and thoroughly beat- 
en man. He discovered that the wave 
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of public sentiment which has _ been 
steadily rising against Communism for 


two years, is at last being felt in the’ 


highest circles of the United States 
government. He learned that Uncle 
Sam can also say “NO”! A secular 
journal remarks that he came out of 
the office of the Secretary of State 
“looking as if he had bitten into a very 
sour apple”. 


Mr. Hull then issued the following 
statement: “In view of the present at- 
titude of the Soviet Government, I feel 
that we cannot encourage the hope that 
any agreement is now possible. I say 
this regretfully because I am in sym- 
pathy with the desire of American 
manufacturers and agricultural pro- 
ducers to find a market for their goods 
in the Soviet Union, and with the Ame- 
rican claimants whose property has 
been confiscated. There seems to be 
scarcely any reason to doubt that the 
negotiations which seemed so promis- 
ing at the start must now be regarded 
as having come to an end.” 


Would Withdraw Recognition 

There is considerable agitation in 
the United States at the present time 
for Congress to undo what Roosevelt 
did, by severing relations with the 
Moscow government. In a fearless ra- 
dio speech, Congressman Fish recent- 
ly advocated this very thing. His re- 
marks, later recorded in the Congres- 
sional Record, are so pertinent as to be 
deserving of space here. 


An abridgment of his talk is as fol- 


lows: 
* * * & 


HAT is it that the Communists 

seek to impose upon the American 
people? (1) Destruction of all forms 
of religion and teaching hatred of 
God; (2) destruction of private pro- 
perty and inheritance; (3) using the 
Communist International, with head- 
quarters at Moscow, to spread revolu- 
tionary propaganda and _ to_ incite 
strikes, riots, sabotage, and industrial 
unrest in all non-communist nations; 
(4) to promote the bitterest kind of 
class hatred; (5) to develop a class 
or civil war in order to obtain the ul- 
timate objective; (6) a soviet dictator- 
ship under the red flag with a world 
capital at Moscow. 


The Communist Government of Rus- 
sia is an absolute despotism based up- 
on fear, a huge and bloodthirsty spy 
system backed by armed force and 
violence. There is no liberty of speech, 
or the press, or of assembly. There is 
nothing but suppression of the rights 
and liberties of the individual, the con- 
trol of the people through fear, regi- 
mentation, and the bread ticket. The 
impoverishment, undernourishment, and 
often starvation of a disarmed and ter- 
rorized people is the order of the day. 


That is the record of 17 years of 
communism in Soviet Russia. In 1933 
6,000,000 Russians starved to death in 
a country that used to be the granary 
of Europe, but due to strict censorship 
the facts are only now seeping out; 
and even now millions of other pover- 
ty-stricken and helpless Russians are 
on the verge of starvation and will be 
“liquidated” in the dreadful agony of 
slow starvation because of the horrible 
collapse of the communistic experi- 
ment. 


We have nothing to do with the 


form of government in Soviet Russia, 
but in view of the fact that the Com- 
munist International at Moscow and 
the Communists in the United States, 
all of whom take their orders from the 
Moscow International, are spreading 
revolutionary propaganda here and 
seeking to impose Communism upon us, 
we have a right and a duty to find 
out the facts as to how it works in 
Russia and expose its tragic and hor- 
rible failure. 


That it has spread since I was 
chairman of the House committee to 
investigate Communist propaganda 
and activities in this country back in 
1930, must be obvious to all who read 
the newspapers. There has been hard- 
ly an important strike in which Com- 
munist agitators have not taken a 
leading and aggressive part. Some- 
times these strikes are planned and in- 
stigated by the Communists and in 
others skilled Communist strike agita- 
tors rush in wherever there is an in- 
dustrial sore spot, to help fan the 
flames. The object of the Communists 
is not to win the strike but to spread 


class hatred, a revolutionary spirit, 
and Communist principles. 


The American Federation of Labor 
is to be commended for consistently 
and steadfastly fighting Communism 
and defending our free and democra- 
tic institutions. But in some States 
and localities the Communists have 
and are boring from within, and the 
American Federation of Labor will

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soon have to grapple with the Com- 
munists and Communist sympathizers 
within their own ranks and weed them 
out before they become a dangerous 
element and menace to the American 
Federation of Labor program. 


The growth of Communism and left- 
wing Socialism, its half-brother and 
sister, is more rapid and extensive in 
American colleges than in any other 
sphere of Communist activity. It is a 
sad and tragic commentary on Ameri- 
can life and our institutions that in 
edifices of learning the younger gene- 
ration of Americans should be taught 
that everything is wrong, rotten, cor- 
rupt, and oppressive in free America 
and everything peaceful, beautiful, hu- 
manitarian, and prosperous in Soviet 
Russia. 


Our leading universities, such as 
Columbia, New York University, Col- 
lege of the City of New York, Chicago, 
Wisconsin, California, | Washington, 
State, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Oberlin, Harvard, Wesleyan, Smith, 
and Vassar are the worst offenders 
and are honey-combed with Socialists, 
near Communists, and Communists 
teaching class hatred, hatred of reli- 
gion, and hatred of American institu- 
tions, including the American flag. 


There are a number of Socialists, 
left-wing Socialists, near Communists, 
and Communist sympathizers in the 
Federal service at Washington, ap- 
pointed by the President, and holding 
important and often key positions. 
Most of these do not believe in either 
our industrial or political system, and 
use every opportunity to undermine 
them. 

Every Communist sympathizer or, 
more particularly, contributor, draw- 
ing a salary from the Federal Govern- 
ment which he or she is seeking to un- 
dermine, should be dismissed immedi- 
ately. However, that is more than can 
be expected under an administration 
that is honeycombed with radical col- 


lege professors, governmental day- 
dreamers, economic magicians, busi- 
ness-wand wavers, industrial snake 


charmers, agricultural rabbit produc- 
ers, destroyers of crops and birth con- 
trollers of pigs, free-trade crystal gaz- 
ers, and visionaries and “brain trust- 
ers” of all kinds, extraordinary, 
fantastic and extravagant with money 
belonging to the American people, but 
not elected by or accountable to them. 


Why should the “brain trust” or the 
chief advisors of the President worry 
if some of the Federal officeholders are 
exposed as contributors to Commun- 
ism, when many of them are Socialists 
and at heart sympathetic to Commun- 
ism? 

The alien-deportation laws should be 
strengthened and enforced. Miss Per- 
kins, the Secretary of Labor, should be 
required to deport aliens in accordance 
with existing laws, which she has 
flagrantly failed to do. A number of 
Communists, active in the San Francis- 
co strike, were deportable, but nothing 
was done. It is a disgraceful situa- 
tion, and the entire blame rests upon 
the present administration and the at- 
titude of the Department of Labor. If 
alien Communists do not like our coun- 
try, our laws, our ways, or our insti- 
tutions, all they have to do is to go 


back home. If, however, they insist 
on staying and spreading Communist 
poison and revolutionary propaganda 
against our institutions and urging the 
overthrow of our Republican form of 
government by force and violence, then 
they should be immediately deported 
and the Congress should enact even 
stronger laws and see to it that they 
are enforced and not evaded and nui- 
lified by Miss Perkins, a member ot 
President Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 


One of the reasons given for recog- 
nizing Soviet Russia was that we 
could then deport the Russian Com- 
munists back to their native land, 
where they could enjoy the lack of 
freedom of speech, the oppressive laws, 
and miserable wage scales that they 
have been accustomed to in the past. 
But what has happened? Few, if any, 
Russian Communists have been deport- 
ed, and evidently the Department of 
Labor is not planning to deport them. 
Can it be the Soviet Government will 
not take them, or is it that Miss Per- 
kins refuses to carry out the intent and 
purposes of the laws passed by Con- 
gress?

V 2. God did not roll away the 
e stone for Jesus to get out, but for 
the women to get in. 


V. 8. It was the body of Jesus that 
was not there, so it was the body that 
was raised. And in our future life we, 
too, shall not be disembodied spirits, 
but have a resurrection body just like 
His (Phil. 3:20-21; 1 Cor. 15:1-58). 


John 14:1-6. Here we have a PRE- 
CIOUS REMEDY AGAINST AN OLD 
DISEASE—the disease is trouble of 
the heart. The remedy is faith. Heart- 
trouble is the commonest thing in the 
world. No rank, or class, or condition 
is exempt from it. No bars or locks or 
bolts can keep it out. 


It comes partly from inward causes 
and partly from outward, partly from 
the body and partly from the mind; 
partly from what we love and partly 
from what we fear. 


Even the best of Christians have 
many bitter cups to drink, between 
grace and glory.

Sin, Repentance and Faith 
Lk. 15:11-24. 
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E wanted to throw off restraint and 

go where he pleased and do as he 
pleased. That is where sin begins, in 
a desire to have our own way (Isa. 
53:6). Your own way may be ypright, 
moral and refined, but the desire to do 
= own will is the heart and essence 
of sin. 


The boy did not go away from home 
at once, though his heart was already 
in “the far country.” But “not many 
days after” he is gone. When the 
heart is already away, man will not 
long keep up his outward contact with 
God. Soon his feet will follow where 
his heart has already gone. 


Here is a nay | man who might 
have been a son in his father’s house in 
ennobling, joyous, well requited serv- 
ice, a hog-tender for a stranger, in de- 

rading, unpaid toil. That is the choice 
that every one who wanders from God 
makes, he becomes a hog-tender for 
the devil (Deut. 28:47-48). 


The first step back was that he be- 
gan to think. That is where salvation 
begins, in thinking (Ps. 119:59-60). 


_ From thinking he passed to resolv- 
ing. The resolve was the correct one, 
“T will arise and go to my father.” 


_He was coming with a confession of 
sin, “will say unto him, I have sinned.” 
That is the only way for a sinner to 
come to God (Ps. 32:3-5; Prov. 28:18; 
I John 1:9; Lk. 18:11-14). 


This young man travelled into the 
devil’s “far country.” Christ is the 
Nobleman (Lk. 19:12) who went into 
a “far country” (Heaven). Satan 
wants us to live in a far country; God 
wants us to live in a far country. To- 
ward which one are you headed?
